A VIRGO CITY 


oa a few readers of American As- 
trology have written the editor, asking 
that the delineation of the horoscope of 
the city of Los Angeles be presented. 

Herewith you have the generally ac- 
cepted horoscope* of the “City of the 
Angels,” given me by Edna L. Scott, 
president of the American Federation of 
Astrologers, and a recognized authority 
on this chart. 

For those interested in the present, 
here are the progressions for Los An- 
geles: A.C.D. June 22, 1949, Neptune 7 
Libra, Uranus 5 Cancer, Saturn 29: 27 
Sagittarius, Jupiter 24: 42 Sagittarius, 
Mars 0: 09 Taurus, Venus 7: 23 Aries, 
(opposite rad. Venus), Sun 1: 03 Pisces, 
Mercury 15: 38 Pisces: Moon 16: 58 
Taurus, (February 22, 1949), M.C. 12 
Capricorn and Asc. 19: 51 Aires. Ura- 
nus and Neptune may not be too accurate, 
as average motion was used to obtain the 
degree.

Weather Main Topic 


In Los Angeles, the main topic of con- 
versation is always the weather. As a 
general rule the climate is exceptionally 
agreeable to all. There are at least 325 
daysS out of a year when the sun shines. 
However, the weather has invariably 
proven unpredictable. We have hail storms 
when normally we should have calm. 
warm weather. Then again in the middle 
of winter the mercury has been known 
to hit 98 degrees and over. 

In the chart given here, notice the 
number of Fixed Stars near significant 
points. Libra rises in a degree close to 
the Fixed Star Arcturus in 23° 02’ Libra 
This star 1s of Ist magnitude and is as- 
sociated with beauty and entertainment. 

The ruler of the chart, Venus, is dig- 
nified in its own sign, placed in the house 
of its exaltation, conjunct Neptune. op- 
posing Moon, sextile Saturn and square 
Uranus. So the temperament of this city 
2 well as the weather is not easy to de- 
ne. 


WAnother chart is given by L. Edward Johndro. 
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Sept. 4, 1781 


Neptune in the 12th, a house connected 
with the film industry, conjunct Venus, 
points to the fact that the motion picture 
business certainly helped to put Los An- 
geles on the map. 

Publicity about this locality has always 
heen fabulous, and easy to obtain. No- 
tice Mercury, elevated in the 10th, con- 
junct the Fixed Star Regulus. 

Outsiders, particularly writers, visit 
here for a short time, then return east 
and habitually write about the atrocious 
architecture of the homes in Los An- 
geles. It is a fact there are many houses 
designed in poor taste, but this is true of 
other places as well. Most people who 
move here from some former older abode, 
have a strong desire to introduce some 
feature into their new home which re- 
minds of them of their original roots— 
some regional reminiscence. Those from 
the snow regions cling to peaked roofs. 
Spanish type architecture is prevalent, 
and often in good style. But with 28 
degrees of Aquarius within the 4th angle 
(homes of the people) the unusual, even 
bizarre is encountered. The ruler of the 
4th, Uranus, is in the 9th, bringing in 
that foreign touch. Uranus is square the 
Moon, Venus and Neptune. 
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Unfavorable Publicity 


Moon in the 6th (house of work) and 
ruling the masses, opposing Venus, Nep- 
tune, square Uranus, has been partly re- 
sponsible for much’ unfavorable publicity 
for this city at certain periods, especially 
in connection with the film industry, 
though Hollywood is only one suburb 
of Los Angeles. Hollywood's horoscope 
has 28 degrees of Leo rising, conjunct 
Regulus. 

The Sun sign of Los Angeles is Virgo. 
The majority of home owners are from 
the middle west, good “salt of the earth” 
folks. Thrifty, hard working, many have 
retired from active business. 

Los Angeles displays none of the so- 
phistication so noticeable in San Fran- 
cisco, a city where the women dress in a 
smart tailored fashion, wear darker 
colors, and pay more attention to line 
than color. Years of close contact with 
the Orient always seems evident in the 
streets of San Francisco. 

Jupiter-ruled Sagittarius on Los An- 
geles’ 2nd house indicates the wealth we 
do have here; we also operate as a profit- 
able tourist center, and Sagittarius is a 
sign associated with travel. 

With Jupiter, a 9th house planet and 
ruler of the 2nd, rising in the Ist, Los 
Angeles is classed as a very large city. 
It is also important as a junction point 
of air, rail and ship lines. Los Angeles 
Harbor is behind a breakwater 21%4 miles 
long. 

Aries has rulership over the 6th house, 
.with the ruler Mars applying to a sex- 
tile of Jupiter. There are diversified 
manufacturing industries here with mo- 
tion pictures and radio predominating, 
along with citrus fruit, which is raised in 
the surrounding area. The ruler of the 
6th in the 3rd, in an earthy sign, stresses 
the citrus business, also the many oil 
wells in and around the city. 

With Jupiter, lord of the 2nd, and 
Uranus ruling the 4th, both in water 
signs, and Procyon, another major Fixed 
Star on the M.C., the natural water sup- 
ply of Los Angeles is supplemented by 
aqueducts from the Owens Valley and 
Boulder Dam on the Colorado River. 

Before pointing to those groups who 
might prosper here financially and at the 

same time find happiness and content- 
ment, please notice that transiting Saturn 
will pass over the radical Sun of Los 
Angeles’ horoscope in September 1949, 


The Sun rules the 10th. The natives of 
this city havé already felt Saturn’s close 
approach. In the last few years taxes 
have »been doubled. People continue to 
flock here from the east and middle west 
with the desire to settle, but with abso- 
lutely no secure work in sight and no 
steady income; as a result names on our 
relief rolls run into astronomical _fig- 
ures. It seems as if every sailor and sol- 
dier who passed through the city on the 
way to the South Pacific, or returning 
from that theater of war, was attracted 
to the climate and the way of living, and 
decided, “Los Angeles is the place for 
me.” 

There has been some discussion of a 
restriction being placed on those who 
wish to enter California. The state of 
California is also ruled by Virgo since 
it was admitted to the Union on Sept. 
9th—note that the keyword for Virgo is 
DISCRIMINATION, and California is 
famous for its discriminatory policy in 
favor of “native sons” when it comes to 
hiring employees or granting licenses to 
professionals. Those who plan to stay 
for a few months and have adequate 
funds will be welcome. But those with a 
lack of money and no position in the 
offing are almost forcing the tax-payers 
to take some decisive action. So better 
decide to come to Los Angeles only if 
you can well afford it, as a tremendous 
housing shortage and much unemploy- 
ment already exists. 

Saturn has been transiting the 10th 
house of this wheel since 1946, and dur- 
ing this time the motion picture industry 
has suffered the greatest depression in its 
entire history, due to lack of foreign 
sales, the threat of television, and the 
fear of changing from one medium of 
entertainment to another. 

Los Angeles and You 

If you were born Aug. 23rd to Sept. 
23rd of any year you should feel more 
or less at home in Los Angeles. You are 
interested in the earth and its products, 
are industrious, with a strong desire to 
obtain money—and once you get it, you 
understand how to keep it. You like ac- 
curacy, are critical, and soon learn how 
to capitalize on your abilities.

JOHANN WOLFGANG GOETHE 











August 28, 1749 
Noon 
Frankfurt am Main 


Ta EY are celebrating it in all civilized 
countries of the world—the two-hun- 
dredth birthday of Johann Wolfgang 
Goethe, poet, dramatic author, playwright, 
theatre manager, philosopher, thinker, 
metaphysician, autobiographer, scientist 
and cabinet minister. Of all these pro- 
fessions that of the cabinet minister was 
the least important: he was the minister 
of state of a little Saxonian Duke, who 
resided in Weimar. Even so, he was sent 
as an ambassador to Napoleon I, then 
practically the ruler of Europe. Napoleon 
gave him a long, searching look. The two 
men could not have been more different. 
The Corsican small, thick-set, with sal- 
low complexion and restless, black eyes— 
dressed as usual in the green and white 
uniform of the ,Chasseurs regiments, 
which he fancied—the German tall, erect, 
with a dome of a forehead and the face 
of a clean-shaven statue of Jupiter. And 
Napoleon said: “At long latt—a MAN!” 
He treated the German princes, most of 
whom cringed before him, with the ut- 
most contempt. Towards Goethe he was 
extremely courteous. It was, without 
doubt, the meeting of two of the three 
greatest men of their time, and it made

a very deep impression on both of them. 

We cannot expect the Germans to be 
ashamed of Hitler unless we concede 
that they have a right to be proud of 
Goethe. And yet—Goethe was never ex- 
actly an ardent German patriot. He did 
not entirely despise all that was German, 
like Frederick the Great whose prefer- 
ence for everything French was such that 
he refused to read a book in the German 
language. But he did not have a very 
high opinion of German mentality and 
he had nothing to do with the enthusiastic 
hotheads who longed for the liberation of 
their country from “the yoke of the 
Corsican tyrant.” True, it was not an 
easy yoke. But Goethe shook his head: 
“That man is too big for you.” Perhaps 
he and Napoleon himself were the only 
men who foresaw that there was only one 
hope for Europe, if she was to be able 
to resist the coming pressure from the 
Kast—to unite. 

Napoleon was the first man to try and 
establish European Union after the Re- 
formation had destroyed the “Holy Ro- 
man Empire.” Goethe, the giant who was 
minister of state in a tiny German Duke- 
dom, could see the necessity of such an 
union, although he would not agree with 
the Corsican about the means to achieve 
it. 

It may appear as strange that such a 
brain could content himself with such a 
relatively subordinate position. But here, 
as in many other issues, Goethe’s horo- 
scope gives us a complete explanation. He 
was born on August 28th 1749, at mid- 
day, in Frankfurt am Main. The 17th 
degree of Scorpio was rising in the East, 
and its ruler, Mars, was 3%4° Capricorn 
in the 2nd house, in trine to the Sun in 
5° Virgo, right at the midheaven. Of the 
acsending degree Alan Leo remarks, 


“A thirster after stfange delights, stead- 
fast in search thereof’ —and of the Sun- 
position as “Acute and practical,” of the 
Mercury position (29° Leo) “A ruler 
and a man,” of the position of Venus, 
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2642° Virgo “Profound in thought and 
subtle in speech, keenly alive to art,” of 
the Moon, 12° Pisces “Occult sympa- 
thies, sensitive and somewhat retiring dis- 
position,” of the Jupiter-position, 26° 
Pisces, “Inclination for practical occult- 
ism, keen intuition in spiritual things,” 
of the Mars position, “A profound mind, 
alternately swayed by principle and am- 
bition,” of Saturn, 15° Scorpio, “Enthusi- 
astic disposition, somewhat restless,” of 
Uranus, 19° Aquarius, “An all-round 
person, widely read and keenly intellectu- 
al,” and of Neptune, 24%° Cancer, 
“Studious and discriminative ; a good crit- 
ical writer.” The student knows that all 
of Leo’s keywords must be modified ac- 
cording to the nature of the planet. But 
they do give the key to the inner life of 
the entire chart. Most significant is the 
Sun-Mercury conjunction—a real classic 
for the student. First of all it is just at 
the right distance to be at full strength 
—6 degrees. It is not combust and it is 
not too wide. Secondly, the Sun is in the 
10th house, but Mercury is in the 9th, 
the house of philosophy and spirituality. 
Thirdly, the Sun is in a Mercury sign, 
Mercury in the sign of the Sun—mutual 
reception, Fourthly, Mercury is conjunct 
the fixed star Regulus. And finally, Nep- 
tune is placed at the very cusp of the 
%th house and is in sextile to Venus in 
the 10th. The career and the philosophy, 
the position in the world and the spir- 
itual concepts of this man are simply 
not separable. They are one beautiful 
unit. Never could this man be just an 
ambitious politician. 

The Sun and Mercury, encircled by 
Venus and Neptune dancing at the top 
of the chart, and the Sun in trine to 
Mars, and Neptune in trine to Jupiter and 
Venus in opposition to Jupiter and the 
Sun in opposition to the Moon—these 
aspects are like the roots of the plane- 
tary flowers in the 9th and 10th house. 
And always the planets are placed either 
right at the cusp—like Neptune and Mer- 
cury, Sun, Moon and Saturn—or just in 
the middle. And the strength of Jupiter in 
Pisces, of Mars in Capricorn, of Uranus 
in Aquarius! It’s a beauty. 

Mars, in the 2nd house. rules the 5th 
and the Ist—Goethe always spent much 
money. on. “appearances” and_ pleasure, 
and in his youth was called a “fop” by 
the serious-minded poet, Herder. With 
Uranus, intercepted in the 3rd house, 





ruled by Saturn and Saturn in the 12th— 
his only sister, Cornelia, died early. On 
the plane of writing—with Saturn as 
ruler of the 3rd it is not surprising that 
he never wrote a comedy, and that he 
became extremely interested in—miner- 
alogy. 

But time and again that Aquarian 
Uranus, hemmed in between Capricorn 
and Pisces, erupted into tremendous dra- 
matic achievements, of which his im- 
mortal Faust was his greatest and last. 
No wonder that Faust starts “outside of 
time itself’—in the “prologue in heaven.” 
With Neptune at the cusp of the 9th 
house Goethe would feel that “all earth- 
ly reality is only a symbol.” No wonder 
also that this supreme drama would show 
a disillusioned old man, who “had studied 
philosophy, the law, medicine and—alas 
—also theology with the greatest of zeal,” 
and now felt that he was as ignorant as 
before and that there was only one way 
out for his insatiable urge for knowledge 
and the strength of youth—the study of 
magic and a pact with the devil, to whom 
he would sell his soul for the renewal of 
his youth and a life of power and satis- 
faction of all his desires. . . 

How strongly Goethe felt it—that ter- 
rible twist in human nature, that craving 
for power, for complete satisfaction of 
the Ego, that will again and again tempt 
us to take the short cut to happiness even 
if it costs us our soul, It is not a specific 
German urge—it is, of course, universal 
and its name is original sin. But within 
the German nature it would become so 
dangerous that it could plunge the entire 
world into war. The urge for happmess— 
which is just another, name for God, and 
which we project on all kinds of idols 
instead—wealth and power and the satis- 
faction of the senses. . . . 

Of course, Goethe is Faust. Like every- 
one of us he “made his pact with the 
devil” at times, but he struggled on, fight- 
ing, behind that bland, superior mask of 
the Olympian. He had become’ famous— 
world-famous. Illustrious visitors came 
from all parts of Europe to make his ac- 
quaintance. They expected to find a sage 
and they found him. But Faust’s struggte 
in Goethe was not over. As can be seen 
from his- ascendant he was a tan of 
strong and long-lasting sensuality. At an 
age at which ordinary mortals pre- 
pare themselves for death he—married 
again, a strapping, resolute young wife. 
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Like most Virgo-born men he could not 
bear loneliness. “To become old,” he once 
said, “means to survive one’s friends.” 

The Venus-Jupiter opposition led, as 
so often, to overindulgence and these, in 
turn, to digestive troubles. Very fre- 
quently he had to take the cure at Marien- 
bad, then in Austria and there he met 
again a man of his own calibre. He was 
an untidily dressed man with a leonine 
head and sombre eyes. They took a walk 
together through the park and Goethe 
remarked benevolently how gratifying it 
was that he was so well known in a 
country other than his own—he had to 
doff his hat all the time in response to 
the respectful salutes from both ladies 
and gentlemen passing by. “They don’t 
salute you,” said the man with the leonine 
head gruffly. “They salute me.” He was 
—Beethoven. 

Overindulgent, proud, vain—and yet 
his faults took away nothing of his great- 
ness. Astrologically, it is perhaps the 
most astonishing of all the revelations his 
chart provides, that he could combine 
harmoniously what other men could never 
hope to combine. It is almost unheard of 
that a sensual, overindulgent man can 
have mystic experiences. Yet Goethe, in 
whose life women abounded and who 
overate at every meal, met Aimself on a 
walk, dressed in a light grey suit. He 
became fully aware of it only years later 
when he actually made the same walk in 
the opposite direction, dressed in a light 
grey suit... 

When he received the news that his 
only son, August, died, Goethe bowed his 
head in silent sorrow. Then he said: “/ 
always knew that I had given life to a 
mortal.” We can translate this stoic 
sentence back into its original—the trine 
of the Moon in Pisces to Saturn in Scor- 
pio at the ascendant. That the mystic, 
Neptunian element in his nature would 
increase as life advanced was clear 
enough, with the cusp of the 4th house 
in Pisces and the Moon and Jupiter as 
its occupants, especially since Jupiter is 
in a very’ close trine to Neptune at the 
cusp of the 9th house. Thus the second 
part of Faust raises all the issues of 
eschatology. It is the love of a woman 
who saves Faust when his hour has 
struck and the devil “in all his pomps” 
comes to carry off his soul to hell. “The 
eternal feminine draws us up to heaven,” 
sings the poet, not because he has seven 


“planets —and both the luminaries — in 


feminine signs, but because having seven 
planets in feminine signs he would most 
strongly feel the eternal truth he pro- 
claimed. It is of the utmost importance 
for us to realize that we do not neces- 
sarily indulge in illusions, when we think 
wishfully. The fact that I proclaim some- 
thing as true that I would like to be true 
does not necessarily mean that it is false. 
And it ts true that the eternal feminine 
draws us to heaven—for before God, the 
ultimate masculine principle, we are all 
““feminine’”—He is the Giver, we are the 
receivers. And all human activity that is 
not of God makes for suffering. And suf- 
fering is passive of its very nature. The 
very word “passive” is also the root of 
“passion,” both in the sense of our pas- 
sions which invariably make us suffer and 
of the Passion of Christ. The great mys- 
tic figures appearing at the end of the 
second part of Faust, when the heavens 
open and hierarchy after hierarchy sings 
its song of immortal beauty and the 
Queen of Heaven herself appears, show 
a very definitely Catholic trend in the 
soul of the poet who was a Protestant by 
birth. “To those who always strive we 
can bring salvation,” sings the choir of 
the angels and confirms the ancient truth 
that Christianity is a religion not of suc- 
cess but of trying. 

The last words of the dying poet were 
a murmured: “More light - - - 

Was it earthly light he asked for, when 
the approaching death dimmed his eye- 
sight? Was it a last postulate of a titanic 
nature, dissatisfied with what he knew? 
Or was it the first wondering about the 
land of light he was about to enter? 

We know only that his fact, in death, 
showed a visionary expression—as if his 
last wish had been granted to him. 

If only his country had lived up to the 
benevolent, universal spirit of its great- 
est poet! Instead, we have seen it assimi- 
late itself with that crude caricature of 
Napoleon that was Adolf Hitler. 

Both Hitler’s and Goethe’s spirit are 
living on in Germany, and not only in 
Germany. And the day may come when 
once more we shall have to choose be- 
tween them.

Chapter III 
BANKING AND RELIGION 


Part I 


THE FIRST BANKER 


Tue rich and prosperous city of Ur 
in ancient Babylonia teemed with indus- 
trious life and movement. The heat of the 
day was abating and the sight of the great 
sun passing behind the low western hills 
bordering the Arabian Desert was an in- 
vitation to walk in the cool of the eve- 
ning, before darkness filled the streets 
with the children of evil. The people of 
Ur were well contented with life: trad- 
ing ships anchored in their harbor, com- 
ing and going with profit to both parties; 
the desert yielded its commodities to 
them; the great rivers Tigris and Eu- 
phrates filled the valley with fertility and 
were an excellent means of transporta- 
tion; their able sovereign Ur-Nammu 
bore the proud title of Irrigator and by 
his leadership had caused water to flow 
even in the outlying lands, and under his 
rule the finest temples in all Babylonia 
raised their proud heads at Ur, 

The dying sun, leaving the valley in 
shadow, burned for a last splendid mo- 
ment on the magnificent gate of the Zig- 
gurat, the largest and most beautiful 
temple in Ur. This gate was a marvel 
of skillful craftsmanship, overlaid in sil- 
ver and gold, like a great jewel clasped 
by the black walls of the temple. These 
walls Ur-Nammu had raised, building 
such strength into them that it was said 
they would stand triumphant as long as 
the western hills. Other temples stood 
nearby, each serving its own purpose, but 
none approached the majesty of the Zig- 
gurat, the masterpiece of a king who 
knew all the laws of construction. 

It was almost dark in the antechambers 
of the temple; the religious ceremonies 
of the day were drawing to a close and 
only the last mournful echoes of singing 
voices and the thin wailing of the temple 
flutes hung on the warm evening air. 
Through the dim aisles moved the long 
graceful lines of women whose lives were 
devoted to the service of Innini, the god- 
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dess of many names who ruled benignly 
over the people of Ur. As these women 
passed the doorway of the imner room 
where reclined the great god of Ur, even 
their shapeless robes could not conceal 
their youthful beauty. 

“It is no wonder,” mused the city god, 
“That the men of Ur fill my chests with 
gold and are glad of the privilege. Our 
maidens are indeed flowers from the gar- 
dens of Innini,” 

His companion and concubine, the 
goddess of Ur, turned from instructing 
her handmaidens in the preparation of a 
mass of dough and herbs intended as a 
sacred and healing application for one 
possessed of devils. 

“Thy sleep must indeed be calm,” she 
answered. “Gold floweth into thy hands 
as the waters of the Euphrates into the 
sea. These maidens supply only a por- 
tion of thy revenues. What of the rich 
lands which are thine, the precious gifts 
showered upon thee and the offerings of 
the repentant and those making  sacri- 
fice ?”” 

These were pleasant thoughts indeed. 
He smiled as he drove his hands deeply 
into the treasure chest beside him, over- 
flowing with golden ornaments, with stil- 
ettos of gold and lapiz lazuli, with long 
strings of gold and electrum beads—a 
lovely glistening pile of wealth. 

“That is true; and what of this price- 
less chest of treasure also?” 

“It is not thine to possess, my lord.” 

“Perhaps not. Men brought it here for 
safekeeping, I know, but I do not like to 
see it lying idle in the chests. There is a 
source of power here that I can use, and 
I think I have at last discovered a way to 
use it.” 

“Thy thirst for power will lead thee 
into evil,” she answered. “The people will 
rise under too much oppression. Death 
by the sword is no way for thee to die.” 

“Forget not,” he said, smiling, “that 
the people worship me—I am the visible 
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symbol of the gods, a god myself, and | 
can do no wrong. They have confidence 
in me and in these inviolate walls and 
they have no other place where they can 
take their gold and deposit it with safety.” 

“Go now,” he ordered, cutting short 
her doubtful questioning. “Tell the slaves 
to take the revenues of today down to 
the melting furnace ; and keep these gold- 
en flowers for thy hair. A princess sent 
them as her tribute and they are too skill- 
fully made to be cast into the fire. And 
now—my evening ritual awaits me.” 

When she had gone he arose and di- 
vested himself of all his garments, then 
passing forth into the heart of the temple 
naked as the day he was born he there 
conducted the ceremonies of the evening 
But his mind was busy with new thoughts 
and dark with the lust for power. Men of 
the city of Ur had for a long time en- 
trusted their gold into the care of the 
temple. This god of Ur and others be- 
fore him had guarded the chests of 
precious metals standing in the sacred 
environments of the Ziggurat. At last to 
the observing mind of this man had come 
the thought that however constant the 
natural ebb and flow of the gold the 
chests were always full. If a farmer came 
to. withdraw some of his own wealth to 
buy seed, the seed-dealer on receiving the 
gold from the farmer immediately brought 
it back again to the temple. This process 
was continuous. So much wealth stand- 
ing idle! 

The god of Ur was lost in thought. 
That morning a farmer from the‘outlying 
lands had been talking with him. This 
man had withdrawn all his former de- 
posits of gold to install a system of irri- 
gation on his land and was now without 
metal to pay the laborers or to buy seed. 
He had begged the city god to lend him 
the necessary gold for this purpose, say- 
ing that he would repay the loan as soon 
as his harvest was gathered in. There 
seemed no harm in the proposition, ex- 
cept perhaps that the god would not be 
loaning his own wealth, but who was to 
discover this when the chests were always 
full? Besides, such a favor could not be 
extended to the farmer without some re- 
turn nor without security; he must pay 
for the use of the gold, otherwise the city 
god would profit nothing, and he must 
pledge his land as forfeit in case of his 
inability to’ repay the loan. Then how 
much should the supplicant pay? Thirty 
shekels of gold for every hundred shekels 


loaned seemed a reasonable percentage. 
His mind reeled at the immense _possi- 
bilities which suddenly opened before 
him. The treasure chests swelled in his 
imagination to gigantic proportions.. Othe: 
men would need assistance on the same 
terms. This wealth which was not his 
could be made to yield him an enormous 
revenue at a minimum of effort to him- 
self and with a maximum of security, 
for could he not take their lands and 
chattels if they were unable to pay? Cer- 
tainly there was no cause for worry and 
he went his way lightheartedly to join his 
concubine in their airy chamber, on the 
uppermost tower of the Ziggurat. Out 
of high windows he saw the sleeping city 
at his feet, prosperous, peaceful and 
trusting, and already he sensed the vast 
power that was to be his, 

Morning found him fully robed, his

“T know that a few days ago he came 
and exhausted his store—how then can 
he take more when there is no more?” 

She was too wise, this one, and could 
no longer be kept in ignorance, But when 
her lord had -narrated the details of his 
brilliant scheme he did not receive the 
plaudits he expected. Instinctively she 
distrusted the whole idea and loudly pro- 
tested her distrust. But nothing she said 
could move him; he simply brushed her 
aside as if she were no more than a fret- 
ful child and went serenely about his 
business. 

As the years went by the god of Ur 
became arrogant with increasing power: 
he and his goddess were now surrounded 
by all the luxuries that immense wealth 
could command, but she was still a prev 
to uncomfortable thoughts. According to 
the tablets, he had loaned out twice as 
much gold as the temple actually pos- 
sessed. Something was wrong somewhere. 
She could keep silent no longer, and 
questioned him again more earnestly, 
seeking an understanding which would 
still her fears. 

“See, my lord,” she said, holding up a 
quaintly shaped lump of gold weighing 


twenty shekels. “This, my favorite bauble, 
has left the chest and returned to it ten 
time.

Now dost thou not 
see the beauty of this plan? Already this 
one bauble alone will return to me many 
times its value! Verily it is ike gold from 
the heavens.” 

“Have patience with my slow wits, my 
lord,” replied the concubine. “It seems 
that ten depositors have brought this 
bauble to thee. They all think they own 
it, yet ten men cannot each own the same 
lump of gold. To whom then does it 
belong? And since it can belong only to 
one, what answer wilt thou give the 


‘others when they clamor for their mght- 


ful’ property? Furthermore, the debts 
owed to us grow greater every day, When 
will they begin to grow smaller? And if it 
is true, as seems apparent, that it is the 
nature of debts to grow ever larger, never 
smaller, will not all property finally be 
pledged to us as Security upon loans?” 

“I can foresee, my Lord, that before 
that day comes there will be panic in 
Babylon. Thy heavy demands upon debt- 
tors will drain gold from the channels 
of trade and will pile it high in_ thy

treasure chests. And thou wilt be power- 
less to return it to circulation because the 
supply of worthy borrowers will have 
been exhausted. Nor will it avail thee to 
give thy gold away because it will be 
immediately hoatded by others into whose 
hands it falls. By means of what medium, 
then, will the people trade in the market 
place? Ships will no longer come to this 
harbor and merchants will take their 
goods where the precious metal awaits 
them. I see naught but ultimate evil and 
misery ahead for all our people. . . . This 
is an idea born of the devil and built upon 
quicksands !” 

But the god of Ur was drunk with the 
glory of the present and in no mood to 
contemplate the possible happenings of 
the future. Her words already forgotten, 
he drew her to the window. Below them 
the people he ruled surged along the high- 
ways, a colorful and joyous throng. 
Laughing boys drove the heavily laden 
asses, prodding their fat sides with long 
sticks; merchants displayed their wares; 
housewives went by with loads of good 
things to eat and in the distance ships 
rode at anchor in the bay. The city 
hummed with prosperity and ei MTY 
all was well with the world. 

The god of Ur looked proudly dow n 
upon his domain. 

“Oh simple one, see what I have done! 
I have forced gold into circulation more 
rapidly than ever before; with a quick- 
ened pulse the life-blood of our city flows 
richer and stronger.

“But will it last, my lord? The rise is 
too swift and to me there seems a weak- 
ness in the foundations.” 

He laughed at her indulgently. 

“Last? Of course it will last. It has 
already become a religion with the people. 
No man would dare to question his re- 
ligion.”” 

But something she had said seemed to 
have impressed him and he became ab- 
sorbed in thought. 

“At least,” he said, breaking a long 
silence, “it will last our time.”

So it was that the Babylonians laid the 
groundwork for more trouble than this 
world was ever meant to endure. They 
founded the banking business. They were 
the first, so far as we know, to charge 
interest upon loans. Their dog-biscuit 


tablets of clay found at the ruins of Ur 
are the oldest known promissory notes, 
written in the chalcolithic age, 2000 
years and more before the birth of Christ, 
1400 years before the invention of coin- 
age of money. 

It would be nice to write as the con- 
clusion to our little story that the people 
of Ur lived happily ever after, that the 
city god’s experiment in wholesale lend- 
ing was a wonderful success, that every 
clay mortgage in the temple storeroom 
was finally paid off in full and that the 
fears of the chief concubine proved to 
be entirely groundless. But as a matter 
of fact instead of getting out of debt 
those first believers in the magic of credit 
went further in until bankruptcy was the 
rule of the day. 

How do we know that they went fur- 
ther into debt? Because that is the way 
the banking business operates, as we 
shall see, 

Since the days of the city god the 
rivers Tigris and Euphrates, resembling 
much the lower reaches of our own Mis- 
sissippi, have wandered away from their 
ancient channels and have left the once 
beautiful city far out on the desert. But 
that change in course really mattered lit- 
tle, for the city was already a ruin. 
Wander over the site now with that tire- 
less archaeologist, Woolley, who has un- 
covered so much of interest there in the 
past few years, and you will agree with 
him that something must have happened 
to Ur. A lot of people must have become 
very angry indeed to have made such a 
complete mess of things. It is quite ap- 
parent that the temple itself was the chief 
object of revenge. The preservation of 
many of Woolley’s discoveries was due 
to the debris from the temple itself be- 
ing piled upon the records that were 
stored there. It seems as though the de- 
structive mob, sweeping over the Zig- 
gurat, had spent its fury on the upper 
walls and was content to view the pile 
of wreckage without realizing that the 
strong foundations were still intact. To 
their spent fury we owe the most inter- 
esting ruins in Babylonia today, The 
famous Tower of Babel was levelled so 
completely that we,have no sure knowl- 
edge of its actual Site, but the Ziggurat 
is still a treasure house of information. 

Just what did happen to Ur is a matter 
of conjecture and further digging, but we 
can get a pretty good idea of what must 
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have happened by going a little deeper 
into the institution of lending at interest. 
Trade built the city of Ur; upon that 
point there can be no dispute. Trade, in 
turn, was built upon the use of precious 
metals as a medium of exchange. That is 
apparent from the pliysical evidence. 
What was it then that wrecked Baby- 
lonian Civilization in the end? 

We know that there were invaders. 
Fierce barbaric nomads on all sides must 
have envied the prosperity of the great 
Babylonian cities and thirsted to possess 
the fertile and well-watered valleys. But 
the greatest contributing factor to the 
downfall of a civilization is the weakness 
rotting it from within. During the Gold- 
en Age the invading hordes could gain 
no foothold; Babylonia was too powerful. 
Had she so remained she would have had 
nothing to fear from invasion, but un- 
fortunately in her temple banking system 
she harbored an economic evil that was 
to grow like a cancer. Gradually she sick- 
ened; trade stagnated, the debt-ridden 
and oppressed people became disunited 
and the barbarians found ready entry, 
completing the destruction of Babylonia. 

We know she went bankrupt. We know 
it especially from the way in which she 
depreciated her medium of exchange. So 
long as gold remained in circulation, 
Babylonia was on the upgrade, her trade 
growing and expanding, her cities taking 
on new grandeur. But gold disappeared. 
Silver took its place. That was the first 
step in the downward progress. The 
Babylonians must have watched their 
great empire gradually disintegrating be- 
fore their very eyes and been just as un- 
conscious of what was actually happen- 
ing as we are unaware today of what is 
happening to us. Babylonia was her own 
enemy; she betrayed herself. The in- 
flowing tide of hostile tribesmen only 
completed the destruction she herself in 
her ignorance had begun. 

What caused gold to disappear from 
circulation? Some of it undoubtedly was 
lost or mislaid, or hidden and forgotten. 
But as gold became scarcer its value rose 
and stimulated the mining of more. Pos- 
sibly enough was mined to take care of 
accidental loss, even though that loss con- 
tinued for some centuries, Another pos- 
sible cause of its disappearance was in 
trade with foreigners. If the Babylonians 
purchased more from abroad than they 
sold and settled the score with gold, the 


metal may well have leaked away to other 
lands. But Babylonia was the great food 
producing area of that region and as 
such would be far more likely to gradu- 
ally accumulate the gold of those with 


. whom she traded than to lose it in the 


same way. Her store of gold should have 
increased through the years. Actually. it 
disappeared and was replaced in trade 
by silver. 

Doubtless the Babylonians could at- 
tribute no good reason why gold dared 
not show itself in trade, for their knowl- 
edge of economic cause and effect was 
even scantier than ours. They probably 
decided that the fault lay in the gold it- 
self rather than in their own misuse of it. 
The worship of gold, the greedy, grasp- 
ing, hoarding desire for it, came to be 
regarded even then as one of the cardinal 
sins, So they willingly accepted silver in 
the place of gold and carried on as be- 
fore. But we know more about the rea- 
sons for hoarding than they did. We 
know from endless historical repetition 
that when the medium of exchange runs 
into hiding it is because the debts which 
have been written in terms of that medi- 
um have become insupportably large. 

Babylonia left us her case record. We 
are now able to diagnose the disease, 
Bankruptcy forced gold into hiding. And 
did the substitution of silver in its place 
solve the problem? 

It did not. It simply preserved the debt 
structure which had been built upon 
Babylonian property for the next genera- 
tion to pay. Silver was simply a step 
down. After all, it was just another 
metal. It possessed no miraculous powers. 
It was cheaper than gold because it was 
available in far greater quantity. Debts 
had been written in standard weights of 
gold. If those debts were now declared 
to be payable in the same weight of sil- 
ver, the effect was apparently to relieve 
the pressure of debt upon property. 
Actually it merely gave the debtor a 
breathing spell. It enabled those in dis- 
tress to borrow more from the lenders 
and at the same time it gave the lenders 
a new lease on life, a new hold upon 
debtors. And before very long the new 
circulating medium was itself in distress. 
Silver followed gold into obscure holes 
in the ground, into hidden caches and into 
other lands. Debt had again become in-

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Astrology In Relation To 
Pastoral Psychology 


Astrotocy is an art which cannot 
be properly evaluated, or even discussed, 
by anyone who has not given some time 
to its study and practice. Only by actual 
use can its value become apparent, but 
modern attempts to understand the nature 
of “time” all go to show that this ancient 
system holds truths which it cannot ex- 
plain but which are in line with modern 
tentative ideas. 

Jung compares it with the science of 
the I Ching, or Yi King as it is some- 
times spelled, which, as he says, it based, 
not on the causality priciple, but on a 
principle which he has called the “syn- 
chronistic” principle. He says: 

“My occupation with the psychology 
of unconscious processes long ago neces- 
sitated my looking about for another prin- 
ciple of explanation, because the causality 
principle seemed to me inadequate to ex- 
plain certain remarkable phenomena of 
the psychology of the unconscious.” 

And later: 

“Astrology would be a large-scale ex- 
ample of synchronism if it had at its dis- 
posal thoroughly tested findings. But at 
least there are some facts adequately 
tested and fortified by a wealth of statis- 
tics which make the astrological prob- 
lem seem worthy of philosophical inves- 
tigation. It is assured of recognition from 
psychology, without further restictions, 
because astrology represents the summa- 
tion of all the psychological knowledge of 
antiquity” 

Later again, he coins an_ excellent 
phrase, “The qualitas occulta of the time- 
moment.” 

He says of the I Ching: 

“One is dealing with a relationship 
of events not only analogous to astrology, 
but essentially related to it. The birth 
corresponds to the sticks that are thrown, 
the constellation to the hexagram, and 
the astrological interpretation arising from 
the constellation corresponds to the text 
appropriate to the hexagram. The type 
of thought built on the synchronistic 
principle, which reaches its high point in 
the I Ching, is the purest expression of' 
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Chinese thinking in general. With us, 
this thinking has been absent from the 
history of philosophy since the time of 
Heraclitus, and only appears as a faint 
echo in Liebnitz. However, in the time 
between, it was extinguished, but con- 
tinued to live in the twilight of astrolog- 
ical speculation, and remains today at 
this level.”"* ) 

Since Jung wrote the above, a very 
great deal more “speculation” has gone 
on, and there are many “thoroughly tested 
findings” available, though these are main- 
ly in the United States, where the num- 
her of those interested makes is possible 
to finance statistical enquiries involving 
the scrutiny of thousands of charts in 
order to prove the points in question. 

It is becoming obvious to those who 
sense a certain cosmic tide, and wish to 
swim with it, that separatism in knowl- 
edge, isolation, and specialization are old 
fashioned things of the past. The for- 
ward-looking person thinks in terms of 
what General Smuts calls “Holism.” He 
thinks in terms of synthesis, one of the 
keynotes of the Aquarian age. Such a 
person wants to add separated knowledges 
together, correlating where he can and 
making each ‘system of knowledge help 
the other, and this is indeed part of the 
work of the Guild. 

To those who have never heard of 
astrology as other than medieval char- 
latanism or modern journalistic “copy,” 
it will be a surprise to be told. that it 
was a religion before any of ours came 
into existence, and a psychology before 
any such term was invented. It will be 
a further surprise to be told that the ap- 
preciation of astrology by the public as 
a sort of fortune-telling is heartily de- 
plored by the serious astrologer. Such 
practices bear the same relationship to his 
art as quack remedies do to the great 
science of medicine, or as the worst of 
jazz does to real music.

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The Synchronized Universe 


The true astrologer thinks of astrology 
as something which interprets the uni- 
verse more truly and completely than any 
other study, because it rests entirely on 
the interpretation of symbols. It is im- 
possible to explain the value of these to 
anyone whose mind has never approached 
any form of symbolism, but modern psy- 
chology has begun to use such a sys- 
tem again, and so it is understandable to 
many members of the Guild. The end- 
result of this study is a technique by 
which, without bias, one may explain a 
person to himself by means of astrologi- 
cal caleulation, showing him the potentiali- 
ties for living with which he began this 
life, helping him to use his best abilities 
without wasting time on mistakes, guid- 
ing him to be watchful for the inherent 
weaknesses, to recognize them, and to 
transmute them to an expression of the 
same essence, lifted to a different way of 
output. After this, an attempt is made 
to sketch the pattern of the life, the path 
it has followed and the path it is to fol- 
low. This is what has been debased and 
misunderstood until it has been made to 
appear no more than a system of fortune- 
telling for no purpose but to gain a small 
pecuniary advantage to the fortune-teller ; 
whereas to the astrologer the importance 
lies in the fact that the essence of what 
is to manifest as an event is calculated 
for a certain time and indeed does mani- 
fest in some form at that time. This is 
not of interest for fortune-telling, or for 
self-glorification of the astrologer for his 
own cleverness, but as a proof of every 
statement ever made by any religion, 
philosophy, or psychology which infers 
that there is a permanent, timeless, space- 
less reality behind our world of illusion, 
and that the whole working of the cosmos 
is an ordered sequence, hinted at by Jesus 
when he said, “Not one sparrow falleth 
to the ground but my Father knoweth 
it.” 

The astrologer has a wonderfully ac- 
curate vocabulary for his own technical 
statements, but he has lacked one in 
which to explain himself to the chang- 
ing world. He has gone on using old 
phrases, knowing perfectly well that they 
do not mean what they say. We all say, 
by custom, to our friends when we meet, 
“How do you do?”—but everyone knows 
that these words do not imply a search- 
ing medical enquiry. So when the astrolo- 


ger talks of a person being “influenced” 
by a planet, it is of course natural that 
the scientifically-educated man will think 
this ridiculous if he knows no better than 
to take it literally, The astrologer is think- 
ing far more deeply than his words ex- 
press. His belief is that the universe is 
a whole, and that the part of it studied 
by the scientist is very small indeed, and 
that much of the current confusion of 
thought is because it is not recognized 
that the true causes of worldly events 
lie beyond the limits of those studies. He 
believes that there is synchronization in 
every part of the universe, both that part 
of which we ure aware by means of our 
physical senses, and that far greater, less 
tangible part which becomes too gossamer- 
fine for us to apprehend. He believes that 
when anything arrives at the point of 
beginning in physical manifestation, that 
beginning bears the pattern of the uni- 
verse of that moment, and will there- 
after develop in a measured cycle, or 
rather a series of multitudinous inter- 
connected cycles. To him it does not 
matter what that thing is. It may be a 
human being or a buisness, or the con- 
stitution of a country; its life will be an 
orderly development of the potentialities 
of its birth moment, according to its 
awareness of those potentialities and sub- 
ject to its reactions to others, Jung has 
put it in a famous sentence, “Whatever 
is born, or done, in this moment of time, 
has the qualities of this moment of time.” 
It seems that our feeling of separateness 
from the whole is but a delusion born 
of ignorance. The astrologer, then, thinks 
that if the whole beats as one, and he 
can find any part where he can count 
those beats, he can begin to form an idea 
of the state of other parts. This is the 
method of the doctor, when, in feeling 
the pulse in the wrist, he learns a very 
great deal about other parts of the body 
not so easily examinable. 

So the astrologer has learnt that, by 
measuring the movements of the planets 
from moment to moment, he can refer 
those measurements to any given moment 
when a person began his life. At one time 
the astrologer was also the astronomer. 
The two were one—now they have separ- 
ated and the astrologer takes his figures 
from the astronomer without question. 

What he produces is a mathematically 
calculated chart. A member of the public 
refers to such a thing as “his” or “her” 
horoscope. He has part-claim to it, but it 
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should be more correctly described as “the 
horoscopic chart of a certain moment of 
time,” at which he and many other things 
have entered manifestation. 

After this, the astrologer has to in- 
terpret the inter-relation of the symbols 
so obained, and here he may be wrong, 
just as the psychologist or doctor may 
be wrong. He has to study that chart 
and from it he expects to get a knowl- 
edge of the person’s character, This he 
must- know before he can judge how the 
person will react to events. He then 
judges the underlying essense of what we 
may call the different fields of cosmic 
force through which that person has 
passed, is about to pass, and will have to 
pass in what we call the future. He thinks 
he has a way of finding out what were 
the early troubles that beset the person as 
a child, the stresses and strains in grow- 
ing years, the expansive or limiting 
periods of life, leading up to the present 
time when he assesses the hidden correla- 
tion, the cosmic surroundings of which 
the person is completely unaware. 

He feels that he arrives at much the 
same conclusions as the psychoanalyst, 
but without subjecting the client to the 
long process of question and answer and 
search. If there is a trouble to be helped, 
he searches, not the client, but the plane- 
tary correlative with which the client is 
synchronizing, and he can then compute 
the time necessary for the working out 
of this particular piece of the life pat- 
tern. He knows he cannot hurry the 
cycles of the universe; they are steadfast 
in their movement; so he tries to com- 
pute the time when the movement of that 
cycle will be less closely aligned with the 
client’s own cycles, and he can then do 
his best to cheer and promise relief, or 
to counsel care or rest or action, as he 
sees necessary for a certain time. 

He refers all this to the type of client, 
as he has assessed him, and for this he 
has a system of division of types yet un- 
equalled. There have been many attempts 
to devise such systems, but all are man- 
made and over-simple. They cannot hope 
to equal that of the astrologer, whose 
system is not man-made but has evolved 
with the universe. It is highly compli- 
cated, but so is human nature. Words are 
misleading and inadequate; hence a sys- 
tem of symbols gives a clearer combined 
picture, 





On what warrant does all this rest, and 
where did it come from? If the earliest 
mists of the beginnings of knowledge are 
searched, astrology is there, and its sym- 
bolism of cycles tells us in a general way 
what went on even before recorded his- 
tory. It is told in the first chapter of the 
Bible: “In the beginning, God made the 
heavens.” Just exactly that—out of the 
chaos that was nothing, or God, which- 
ever you like, there were formed the con- 
stellations. When the ‘consciousness of 
early man developed enough for him to 
become aware of any other systems be- 
sides his own which had a regularity of 
movement, he became aware of the con- 
stellations and the sun, the moon and the 
planets. He saw that all life was warmed 
by the sun, that the rhythms of the sea 
and of feminine life corresponded with 
the moon, and he then saw that rhythms 
in his own life corresponded with those 
of the planets. Since the ability to form 
a mental or abstract concept had not de- 
veloped, he gave them names and vener- 
ated them, and he was wiser than he . 
knew, 

We astrologers né6w know that each 
planet in some way embodies a principle. 
Roughly speaking, Jupiter is expansion 
and Saturn is limitation, Mars is energy. 
Venus is harmony. Every one of these 
principles is necessary in the life of the 
world, and their infinite permutations and 
combinations correlate with the infinite 
changes in its life. 

We now know that those principles 
are in truth to be worshipped, not as 
gods, but as a showing-forth each of an 
attribute of that wholeness which we 
call God, just as each color in the spec- 
trum is but one of a series made by a 
splitting of one orginal white light. 

Astronomers hint that the sun and 
moon and planets in their constant order 
were once not separate but enclosed, in 
the same order as now, in one whole; so 
we astrologers feel that in very truth the 
universe was once an undivided whole- 
ness, and that now in its differentiated 
state it, including ourselves, is but a 
product of over-differentiation, the bhe- 
ginning of whicl is also told us in 
Genesis, in the story of the archetypes of 
the male and female principles, the polari- 
ty of all opposites,

The 1950 Ephemeris came in some 
days ago—welcome as ever. I really 
feel that Clancy Publications is do- 
ing’ a great service to astrology in 
bringing out this ephemeris year 
after year containing some features 
not given in other ephemerides—lI 
mention the position of the planetary 
Nodes in particular. 1 haven't fii- 
ished experimenting on them, but 1 
notice that when a person has a 
radical planet in the degree of the 
planet's Node, the passage of a tran- 
sit over this point seems to be ex- 
tremely ‘sensitive. 

I note too that we had more than 
an average number of accidents in 
the country over the July 4th wecek- 
end and that we have had more 
than an average number of airplane 
disasters this early part of July. The 
Node of Uranus is 13° 44’ Gemini, 
hence the passage of Mars over this 
point starting June 29th does seem 
to have inaugurated a series of dis- 
asters, and now come the strikes!

However, | believe there is still 
room for improvement, and I here- 
with offer a suggestion or two for 
your consideration. 

Re the Moon’s motion: BOTH 
noon and midnight positions should 
be given, especially for longitude, 
and possibly R.A. 

Where only the one position is 
cited, it is frequently necessary to 
compute for at least 12 hours, forth 
or back, and up to 24 for those not 
so apt at figuring backwards. 

It is definitely a great convenience 
to have Luna's two positions cited. 

Secondly, from one position only, 
few astrologers, and possibly no 
student, can ACCURATELY com- 
pute its precise position whenever its 
acceleration — or contra—is very 
rapid. For instance, if its accelera- 
tion shows a gain of about 18 
OVER the previous day's motion, 
its accelerating arc will yield about 
4'4’ more during the second 12 hours 
than through its first 12 hours. Or, 
its midpoint position computed by 
its average motion will be about 
214’ off true in 12 hours. 
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Now, 1 know that for ordinary 
horoscopy and the usual astrological 
work, an odd few minutes of arc 
in the Moon’s position is not of the 
slightest importance. 


But for those of us who go in 
for PRECISION—mathematics used 
in some phases of research work— 
a discrepancy of a few minutes of 
arc becomes an intolerable margin 
too wide to net the desired results. 

Based on my own research, the re- 
sults of which I hope to make pub- 
lic in the near future, I believe 
tat the two daily positions for the 
Moon will be in popular demand 
sooner or later. 


| do not believe that the hourly 
motion of the Moon given in SEC- 
ONDS is the most expedient for the 
student—IF in seconds, then per- 
haps as a plus-or minus in relation- 
ship to,a CONSTANT of half a 
degree per hour. 

Possibly the starting point of 
MIDNIGHT is advantageous to the 
calculator and printer—maybe—but 
to the student I consider it much 
less facile than the Noon positions. 
Based on the latter, it is never neces- 
sary to compute for more than 12 
hours, using the specified date. With 
midnight positions, frequently we 
either compute for more than 12 
hours, or else go to the previous or 
following date. That increases the 
risk of error. 

However, I consider your ephem- 
eris very excellent. 


The planetary positions given to sec- 
onds I consider a valuable improve- 
ment—long overdue. And so are 
R. A. positions. 

But one more thought—you have 
4 pages devoted to every month, but 
split up in two groups, then the 
aspectarian still later on. Person- 
ally, I believe it would be a prefer- 
able arrangement to have the four 
pages follow one another, but in- 
cluding in those the Aspectarian 
for the month. I believe the Helio- 
centric ephemeris and the “Phenom- 
ena” could be placed separately 
later on to give room for the aspec- 
tarian.. Or, if not desired apart 
from the four pages covering the 








month, that material could be on the 
5th page, immediately following for 
the first month, and immediately 
preceding for the second month. 
That arrangement would give us all 
our important factors conveniently 
at our fingertips instead of having 
to refer to two more and different 
sections of the volume. 

I believe you will find some value 
to my suggestions. 

But I am not expecting any reply.

Taurus and Capricorn can also be 
used. The above applies to cuttings 
and layers. Jasmine is a, genus of 
tropical and subtropical deciduous or 
evergreen shrubs, sometimes climb- 
ing. It can be grown in the outdoors 
in the warmer parts of the United 
States and under glass in the cooler 
regions for their showy fragrant 
flowers produced in winter. The 
principal species, Jasminum Offici- 





nale, is a long slender grower, 30 
feet. Nudiflorum grows to 15 feet. 
Primulinum, a rambler, grows as fa 
north as Washington, D.C, Beesian- 
um, a dwarf, grows about 3 feet tall. 
Humile, slender stem, grows to 20 
feet tall. Grandiflorum’ (Spanish 
Jasmine) is a bushy growth, Azor- 
icum, a climber, is good in a cool 
greenhouse. 

We also have the Androsace, an- 
nual or perennial, plants of the prim- 
rose family, known as rock-jasmines, 
grown in rock gardens; there are 
several species which are propagated 
by cuttings and pegging down the 
runners. | do not believe the rock- 
garden variety is the-type you are 
interested in.

URANIAN WEATHER 


Fair Lawn, N. J. 

The solar eclipse of April 28, 
1949 was of pertinent interest with 
respect to crop conditions—particu- 
larly potatoes, corn and other starch 
products—over the eastern half of 
the country. We had definitely re- 
ferred to this in an article prepared 
on June 15, 1947 that was published 
in the AFA Year Book for 1947. 
We had referred to the previous 
eclipse approximately on the same 
point of the ecliptic on April 28, 
1930. In September of that year, 
130,000 families of farmers in Ala- 
bama were destitute because of fail- 
ure of their potato crops. 

A year ago we warned growers 
in Wisconsin, Illinois, New York, 
New Jersey, Maryland, Pennsyl- 
vania, Delaware to grow and can all 
the products they could because this 
year would indicate anomalies of 
weather that would be inimical to 
crops. Uranus is the celestial culprit, 
having attained maximum north 
declination of 23° 39 38” on June 
15th, after entering Cancer. At the 
Vernal Equinox, Uranus was on the 
M.C. at 74° West Longitude, ac- 
counting for the freak dry spring 
arising from blanketing “high baro- 
metric pressure” areas affecting 
eastward of the Appalachians. It 
will be seen, therefore, that, in warm 
seasons, Uranus, which indicates 
downslope cool, dry air masses, can 
be instrumental in causing droughts 
as effectively as the thermal Mars. 


These types of droughts ate pe- 
culiar of isolated extremes. In May, 
Italy, which had been experiencing 
a severe drought, was suddenly in- 
vaded by torrential rains resulting 
in flash floods. On June 18th when 
the ephemeral Sun moved to the 
place of Uranus in the 4th house 
of the figure for the eclipse of April 
28, 1949, approaching precipitation 
from the west was blanketed ai the 
Appalachians, and 24.35 inches of 
rain within a 6Q-mile area during a 
72 hour period caused serious flash 
floods in West Virginia and Vir- 
ginia. 

In astro-meteorology, when Uran- 
us is in direct line to any meridian 
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of longitude (on the M.C. or nadir 
_ of the chart for any place of obser- 
vation-as computed from a solar in- 
gress or lunation map), emergencies 
may be anticipated. On July 19th, 
Mars transits the place of radical 
Uranus in the map for the April 
28th, 1949 eclipse, thus operating as 
a “trigger” that will prove the valid- 
ity of planetary influence not only 
weatherwise but as regards matters 
pertaining to land and property 
emergencies. Then July 23rd-27th 
wo effects of the ephemeral con- 
junction will be central at 90° West 
Longitude and will account for clash- 
ing of hot surface air masses with de- 
scending cold, dry air masses from 
higher altitudes with resultant. at- 
mospheric turbulences originating 
westward of the 90th meridian in 
the southwest. 

Uranus does not reach absolute 
maximum north declination, 23° 
43’ (in rough figures), until the first 
few months of 1950. Therefore, this 
celestial body will continue to exert 
an appreciable effect on “blocking 
highs” or blanketing cold. dry air 
masses in the northern hemisphere 
during the next year or more.

is—for they are opinions of psy 
chological and ideological relevancy 
whose proof is almost impossible. 
M,. Rudhyar speaks of the general 
psychological characteristics of our 
people as HE sees them. Need | 
say that I see them differently? Mr 
Rudhyar speaks of the strong de 
velopment through the thighs and 
hips of Americans. Is this a proof’ 
Is it true itself? England, ruled by 
Aries, comes to mind and it seems 
to me, though I’m no authority on 
that country—or what's left of it 
that I hove noticed no strong de- 
velopment in or through the heads 
of Englishmen; furthermore, this is 
not because Il’man Irishman! Speak- 
ing of the Irish, Ireland is a Taurus 
country; however, most of the Trish 
men I’ve seen had rather ordinary 
necks. 

In my opinion, the Gemini as- 
cendant is the correct one because 
we are not a nation of Sagittarian 
optimists, but of Mercurial worriers 
(and reference to this is carried in 
the titles of two recent best-sellers 
How to Stop Worrying and Start 
Living, by Dale Carnegie; and 
Peace of Mind, by Joshua Loth 
Liebman).

Most readers of books or magazines 
on occultism, Rosicrucianism, Theosophy 
and astrology associate with Yoga the 
idea that there exist in the human organ- 
ism mysterious centers or vortices of en- 
ergy named chakras (i.e. wheels), and 
that these chakras are places in which an 
equally mysterious power, called Kunda- 
lini, operates Or can be made to operate. 
Kundalini is said to be able to “rise”, as 
a “serpentine force”, from the base of 
the spine to the head, following a path 
on which the several chakras are stations 
on the way. The technique for arousing 
this Kundalini power from its latent or 
sleep condition in the Root-center in the 
region of the coccyx, and the way to lead 
it upward seems, to many people, the 
main secret of Yoga. 

Psychologists interested in Eastern 
myths, symbols and techniques—particu- 
larly Carl Jung—have also given a great 
deal of attention to the subject. Jung 
taught a private seminar for his students, 
some years ago, on Kundalini and the 
chakras, the transcript of which unfor- 
tunately has not been made public. He 
seems to have considered the chakras as 
symbolic representations of levels of op- 
eration of the psychic force, and to have 
studied them, mostly if not exclusively, 
as having a psychological reality and 
meaning. 

The occultist, on the other hand, be- 
lieving as he does in an “astral body” 
pervading and surrounding the physical 
organism and acting as an “electro-mag- 
netic field,” usually sees in the chakras 
actual—though essentially not physical— 
whirls of electro-magnetic or vital en- 
ergy. Each whirl can be related to one 
of the basic functions of the total organ- 
ism, to a primary organ or group of or- 
gans, and can be seen to serve as the dy- 
namic foundation for psychic activities 
__ Of late numerous occult students seek- 
ing to bridge the gap between ancient 
Hindu and modern Western thought have 
claimed that the series of chakras was 
simply the Hindu equivalent of the chain 
of nerve-ganglions in the Sympathetic 
System, just as what the Hindus called 
nadis were nothing but our Western 

“nerves.” This “nothing but” attitude,

however ‘valid the correlations which it 
assumes, has the great danger of ignor- 
ing the basic difference in philosophy and 
cosmology between ancient India and 
modern scientific thought. It equates the 
end-results of two types of analysis, 
while dismissing as of no importance the 
fact that the two kinds of premises lead- 
ing to these end-results are utterly dis- 
tinct, and often opposite. Chakras and 
Sympathetic nerve ganglions may have 
something in common; but they surely 
mean totally different things in a “hu- 
man” sense, and they must be approached 
and used in an altogether different way. 
To play with chakras in the way in which 
modern doctors play with glands is to 
court disaster—something which some 
“scientific” experimenters who seek to do 
this very thing today should guard 
against. 

The exact and literal correlating of 
planets with the seven chakras spoken 
of and pictured in books on “Kundalini 
Yoga’ (for instance in Arthur Avalon’s 
The Serpent Power, etc.) is likewise, in 
my opinion, a not too rewarding, and 
perhaps at times a rather dangerous, pro- 
cedure, It has led to a serious difference 
of opinion among astrologers and so- 
called occultists as to which planet cor- 
responds to what chakras; and it can 
produce wholesome, or at least signifi- 
cant, results only if a number of usually 
ignored factors of basic importance are 
taken into consideration at the very start. 


Three Sets of “Chakras” 


The first of these basic points to con- 
sider is the fact that it has been made 
clear by some of the most reliable 
“Teachers” (H. P. Blavatsky, first of all) 
that there is not only one series of chak- 
ras or center, but three. Each series re- 
fers apparently to one of the three basic 
“levels of integration” at which human 
consciousness can operate, and at which 
the ego can express its power of “I-am- 
ness”; which means, can relate itself sig- 
nificantly to the universe and to other in- 
dividuals. 

This significant relationship of the ego 
(or “I am” consciousness) to the uni- 
verse requires energy and directed activi- 
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8 
ty, that is, power with purpose. Each 
level of relatedness demands, however, a 
basically different type of energy. and 
quality of power, These three basic types 
can be summarily described as: life, con- 
scious will (which includes faith), and 
spirit. 

This threefold division differs from 
the one made in preceding articles, inas- 
much as now we are dealing solely with 
controlling factors in the total human be- 
ing; that is, in anatomical terms, with 
the nervous systems. We are dealing no 
longer with the endocrine glands and 
the chemistry of the blood stream, which 
belong still to the material part of the 
organism, though in its most vital and 
dynamic aspect; we are considering the 
currents of forces operating through the 
electric wires and master-switches of the 
body — and their psychic-mental coordi- 
nates. 

Now, therefore, our lowest level is that 
of the Great Sympathetic nervous sys- 
tem, with its ganglions which act some- 
what as power-stations, transformers and 
distributors. Our intermediary level is 
the spinal system stretched between the 
base of the brain and the tail-like fine 
filaments which reach down to the coccyx. 
The highest system is that constituted 
by certain cranial centers to which H. P. 
Blavatsky refers enigmatically as_ the 
“master chakras.” (cf. the co-called 
“Third Volume” of The Secret Doctrine). 

Each level, in other words, has its 
series of chakras. Each series can be said 
to be the foundation for integrational 
processes; .but integration means some- 
thing different at each level. 

At the first and “ancient” level, to 
which the usually mentioned Hindu chak- 
ras seemingly belong, integration means 
the gathering of all the energies of “life” 
into a focal point of individualized self- 
hood; and this is what is now called by 
modern psychologists “individualization” 

though the scope of this individualiza- 
tion may greatly differ. The individual is 
born out of the Mother; that is. the in- 
dividual self emerges from the tides of 
“life.” 

At the second level, it is this individual- 
ized human self, with its separative ten- 
dencies and its ego-will, that must be in- 
tegrated with the universe of cosmic forces 
and “Souls.” Psychologically speaking, 
this refers to the process of “individua- 
tion’’ and to the metamorphosis or trans- 
figuration of the ego and of the mind. 


As to the third level, only hypotheses 
are possible. Nevertheless everything 
points to the possibility of a spiritual pro- 
cess at the end of which the individual 
who has passed through the stage, of 
Transfiguration, then of Crucifixion, ¢on- 
quers death itself and becomes altogether 
free from the tides of “life.” He then 
emerges in a new condition, in a “resur- 
rected Body,” as an immortal Soul-per- 
sonality as a “master” of life, so-called 
“astral forces,” and of mind and appear- 
ances 


The Sympathetic Centers 


To understand clearly the meaning of 
the Hindu doctrine concerning Kundalini 
ail the Chakras it seems best to consider 
the spiritual needs of the ancient Hindu 
society which achieved a profound de- 
gree of integration under the Brahmins 
and according to the Laws of Manu. 
in the millennia preceding Gautama the 
Buddha (6th century B.C.).. This Brah- 
minical Society was a remarkably “plann- 
ed” society: vet like any plannéd society 
it had become very rigid in its patterns 


" and every activity of life had become a 


set ritual, 

It planned not only for life, but also 
for death and re-birth. After a certain 
age, the elderly man was supposed to re- 
tire from all social pursuits and live as 
a hermit in woods nearby, preparing him- 
self so to meet the crisis of death, that 
he would make of death the seed of a 
higher form of future re-birth. In these 
last years of meditation men, who became 
known as Forest-Philosophers, not only 
prepared themselves to relinquish freely 
and understandingly all that bound them 
to life and sentient existence, but eventu- 
ally developed a new philosophy, a trans- 
cendental_ philosophy. 

They taught it to disciples, who came 
to them from the villages,.in discourses 
recorded much later as Upanishads. 

These philosophers realized that the 
freedom from life and desire which comes 
naturally through death, could also come 
through deliberate and conscious renun- 
ciation, through “liberation.”. The man 
willing to experience a process similar to 
death. but able to emerge from it still 
conscious and living in a body of earth, 
would indeed ha¥é reached a new condi- 
tion of being. He would “die” and be re- 
born, knowing his essential identity with 
the universal Self, 4tman, with which he 
had beconie identified. After which he 
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would be able to say “I am” in a new 
way, the way of the Spirit. Thus, while 
the men of the Brahminical society were 
only “living cells” of a socialtribal or- 
ganism, those who had returned from this 
conscious and deliberate death-experience 
became truly “individuals.” 

To experience death without having ex- 
perienced life to the full can only mean 
a puny kind of “liberation” and individual 
selfhood. The Yogi who wanted to over- 
come life and its pull had first to be total- 
ly conscious of all the energies of life 
which his organism contained, even if 
only in a latent condition. He had to be 
aware, to re-direct his life-energies and 
to gather them at the point of the fullest 
consciousness. This point was the Ajna 
chakra, said to be located between the 
eyebrows. There, all the energies of life 
had to become concentrated, for this 
was the supreme abode of the Great 
Mother—a place which we have asso- 
ciated physically with the bony seat of 
the pituitary gland. 

The raising of Kundalini meant, in one 
sense at least, that the vital powers had 
to be drawn out from every organ and 
cell of the body and gathered alongside 
of the spine, forming thus a column of 
“living Fire,” and all these vital powers 
had. then to be concentrated at the Ajna 
center. There the Mother, having rega 
thered her powers to herself, was ready 
to unite with the spiritual Light and Es- 
sence of the Father. Life being illumined 
by Spirit, by the universal “I am,” the 
new birth occurred : the Yogi experienced 
rebirth as an individual Self, as a “free 
Individual.” 

To the modern psychologist this would 
mean “liberation” from the racial and 
generic unconscious, from all forms of 
bondage to the Mother-image. He who 
is thus free becomes in turn a Father, 
a conscious creator able to use the energies 
of life, because he has overcome their 
compulsive pull ‘upon his consciousness 
and his emotions. But no doubt it meant 
more to the old Yogi, because in his day 
this process carried the meaning of su- 
preme attainment, human evolution being 
focused then at that level. The experience 
of “life,” through a series of at-one- 
ments with its basic energies centered 
at the chakras, was one filled with tre- 
mendous consequence and power. It may 
not be so now, at least not: in the same 
manner, for Western man today, because 
the evolutionary level has changed. 


Ordinarily seven chakras are listed; 
but the first and the last (the “sacral” 
or Root-chakra and the “Thousand- 
petalled” chakra — in a sense the brain 
cortex—) have a special meaning which 
makes them belong more precisely to the 
second level series of spinal centers. The 
five others are located in the regions of 
the sex-organs (especially the prostate 
in males and the uterus in females), of 
the pit of the stomach (solar plexus), 
of the heart, of the neck and throat (or- 
gans of speech), of the pituitary gland. 

These chakras constitute an ascending 
series, and much of their meaning resides 
in their sequence. For this reason, if for 
no other, it seems fairly obvious that 
when astrological planets are to be con- 
nected with these chakras, the planetary 
sequence established by this system of cor- 
respondences should be the factual one. 
Planets, I can never state emphatically 
enough, are what they are in astrological 
symbolism first of all because of their 
places in the solar sytem, either helio- 
centrically or geocentrically considered. 

The rise of the Kundalini tide repre- 
sentS a return to source. The life-energy 
which had become differentiated and im- 
prisoned, as it were, within the depths 
of organic form, now leaves these “depths” 
and its farthest out-posts; it gathers it- 
self into one ascending stream along the 
spinal path, and reaches the “throne” of 
the Great Mother, the Sphenoid bone, 
with the pituitary at its center. Astro- 
logically, this is the “path of return” of 
the solar force, from Saturn to the Sun 

At this level of integration, Saturn 
symbolizes the “place of the seed,” for 
the material seed of the life-organism es- 
tablishes there the point of farthest in- 
corporation or descent of the spirit. The 
great plexus of Sympathetic ganglions 
at the pit of the stomach is the throne 
of Jupiter; for it is also the point of en- 
trance, ifito the subconscious, of the great 
religious images and symbols (i.e. the 
“gods”) whose power stems from the 
realm of “life.” As a result, we have 
the archaic way of concentrating upon 
the solar plexus, or navel, in order to 
reach an equally archaic type of “‘illu- 
mination.” 

The so-called “heart center” is the seat 
of the primordial Eros—the Desire-to-he 

-not to be confused with what later be- 
came known as sexual desire and eroti- 
cism. This primordial spiritual Desire is 
Mars in its original form, the Kama- 
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Deva of ancient Hinduism. As for Venus, 
it finds its throne in the organs of speech, 
the source of the Logos, of the Word. 
Finally the sphenoid center or Buddha 
center (Ajna) is keyed up to the Mer- 
cury vibration of wisdom, synthesis, mind. 

The Moon is the very substance or 
flow of the tide of integration, which 
mounts up from the Saturn-seed to. the 
illumined Mercury-mind in five ritualistic 
steps (symbolized by the five Buddhas 
and other five-sequences). This Moon- 
substance is drawn from all the cells of 
the organism, and finally concentrated at 
the fifth (Ajna-pituitary) level. 

This being accomplished, the integrated 
life-flow calls upon, summons forth, 
prays for, the descent of the “I am” 
power. The mystic union of Shiva and 
Shakti takes place, and a mysterious 
fluid (life-ambrosia) is said to be re- 
leased which re-energizes the body, and 
feeds the growth of the higher system 
of integration: the cerebro-spinal system. 

The Spinal Centers 

The horizontal animal spine denotes a 
condition of generic unconsciousness, 
which operates as the instincts. The 
tical human spine is the column which 
supports the mind-consciousness of the 
awakened Self, the individualized spirit 
which can claim: I am. 

When the spinal level of integration 
truly operates man has become a con- 
scious ego aware of both depths and 
heights. The great dramas of such an 
ego-consciousness are all expressions of 
an incessant conflict between life-in-form 
(Saturn) and life-as-spirit (Sun). This 
conflict becomes a black-and-white strug- 
gle, and. Saturn becomes the Devil, the 
inverted God. The esoteric SANAT— 
the five-fold power of “I am” selfhood 
—is polarized by SATAN, the active 
manifestation of egocentric greed, lust 
and fear, condensed into an absolute 
hatred of Light. 

This negative, lower Saturn has ‘its 
darkened throne at the lowest point of 
the spine, in the symbol of the tail 
(coccyx). Here vertebrae are fused into 
a solid mass; inertia and the power of 
Karma triumphs. In polar opposition to 
these “lower depths’ of being stands 
the brain-cortex, the “new brain” with 
its eagerness for change, progress, and 
ceaseless transformation —the material 
nerve-aspect of the spirit-center, the 
Sahasrara chakra. 
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At this second (or ego) level of in- 
tegration the basic process is the freeing 
of the ego from the dark Saturn-power 
(which perverts and abuses the also 
Saturnian energy of the first-level life- 
seed). It is the liberation of the “I” from 
bondage to a_ particularistic, limiting, 
rigid and oppressive form of selfhood 
—from pride and fear born of insecurity 
and spiritual loneliness or sense of guilt. 
What is-to be “raised from the dead” 
is the character of the ego-consciousness 
and of the ego-will, the quality of the 
individual’s faith in spirit and in God. 
In this process one can distinguish steps, 
which are represented by nerve centers 
along the spine; and it ts these centers 
which are of primary «importance for 
modern man, rather than the Sympathetic 
chakras of which ancient Hindu Yoga 
speaks. Moreover, what is at stake is 
probably not simply a gradual ascent, but 
rather a combined descent of spirit and 
ascent of the ego. 

The knowledge of where the spinal 
centers are located may not be of too 
much practical value for the average in- 
dividual; nevertheless such a knowledge 
will probably be given out authoritatively 
before long. Beside the sacral-eoccygeal 
center (Saturn, as ego-bondage) there 
is, no doubt, a certer around the place 
of the sciatic nerve bulge which should 
be related to Jupiter. A most important 
center is the “Rose-Cross” center where 
the line of the extended arms meets the 
spine. It may be that the cervical plexus 
and the “medulla oblongata” are corre- 
lated with other centers; that the brain- 
cortex (with its myridas of convolutions) 
symbolizes, in its total harmonic develop- 
ments, the mind that is wide open to the 
universe (higher Mercury), the growing 


Self — whose ego-will has become illu- 
mined by, because attuned to, the unt- 


versal Will. 
The Head Centers 


It would be presumption to speak at 
length of those centers which have been 
mentioned as “master chakras.” But it 
is interesting to note that a new devel- 
opment in osteopathy is now focusing the 
attention of a group of highly trained os- 
teopaths upon the new technique “cranio- 
therapy,” whose founder, Dr. Suther- 
land, is undoubtedly a great man and a 
true “mystic.” Craniotherapy claims that

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Exaltations 


Twat some variety of Essential Dig- 
nity is accorded to certain planets in 
certain signs by virtue of which the 
planet is said to be “exalted” is a theory 
that has been handed down to us from 
some source as remote as the Arabians; 
but just how they arrived at their assign- 
ments one can only surmise. The difh- 
culty is that the sundry “surmisers” 
throughout history show less agreement 
on this point than almost any other of 
our accepted tenets. They were already 
of ancient origin when Ptolemy discussed 
them in his Tetrabiblos. Almansor’s ex- 
planations are contradicted by Ptolemy, 
while James Wilson contradicts them 
both. One point in Ptolemy’s appraisal 
that should be stressed however, 1s that 
in Exaltation a planet is not strengthened 
quantitatively but qualitatively: the be- 
nefic becoming more benevolent, and the 
malefic less malevolent. 

Taking a detached view of the sundry 
explanations advanced, it would appear 
that Exaltation and Fall are merely de- 
vices by which to indicate a variety of 
congeniality a planet enjoys in a sign, 
other than and secondarily to the signs of 
its rulership: a third best choice, so to 
speak. However, it was impossible to 
achieve this by a schematic arrangement, 
such as was followed in the assigning of 
rulerships ; but only by a somewhat oppo- 
site manner—through a process of elimi- 
nation. 

The Sun, for example, has two justifi- 
cations for its strength in Aries: one be- 
cause here it passes North of the Equator 
and its rays begin to fall less obliquely ; 
the other, because here it is trine to the 
Sign of its rulership. Jupiter, arriving at 
the point where its rays fall most nearly 
perpendicularly in the Northern hemis- 
phere, was deemed to be exalted in Can- 
cer, where is was presumed to achieve 
its greatest benevolence. This would have 
been just as good a reason for exalting 
the Sun in Cancer, except that Jupiter 
has an extra claim in the fact that here 
it trines its own Lunar Rulership in 
Pisces, 
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The exaltation of the Moon in Taurus 
sextiles its own sign, but must surely 
suffer somewhat from the opposition of 
the Mars Scorpio rulership. Venus ex- 
alted in Pisces is sextile to its Taurus 
rulership, and not seriously disturbed by 
the quincunx to its Libra rulership. 

However, by the same standards—or 
any other—Mars:‘and Saturn are highly 
unsatisfactory as placed in the conven- 
tional scheme. Mars in Saturn-ruled Cap- 
ricorn would suit better for its Fall even, 
than its exaltation. Add the fact that it 
squares its Aries rulership, and it be- 
comes well-nigh unthinkable—despite the 
fact that it sextiles its Scorpion rulership. 


On the considerations Ptolemy appar- 
ently advanced, Mars is far more likely 
to develop better qualities in Sagittarius, 
where it trines its Aries rulership and is 
at least relatively unhindered by the semi- 
sextile to its Scorpio rulership. 


The "Outer Planets" 


The problem that now faces us is to 
apply similar reasoning to determining 
the exaltations of Uranus, Neptune and 
Pluto. The idea of exalting the Moon’s 
Node was not a Ptolemy device, but has 
been slipped in during the intervening 
years. There are so many obvious argu- 
ments against it that it hardly seems 
worth the space to list them. I have a 
private opinion that the idea arose during 
the period when the equinox was actually 
on the Aries-Libra axis—of constellations 
—in which case the Sun-Galactic Center 
axis would most nearly parallel the 
Earth-Sun axis, because of which the 
eclipses would be more powerful with 
the Moon’s Nodes in Gemini and Sagit- 
tarius. On that assumption the Moon’s 
North Node would not be entitled to a 
measure of exaltation at about 26° Sagit- 
tarius rather than at 3°: which would b: 
the precise equivalent of saying the South 
Node is exalted at 26° Gemini. How 
ever, this should be considered under 
some other terminology, for one cannot 
possibly apply to these positions the the- 
ory of a Fall at their opposite points.

Eliminating the Nodes, it is then evi- 
dent that Gemini offérs the logical posi- 
tion for the exaltation of Uranus, where 
it trines its Aquarian Solar rulership, 
and is least hampered by a quincunx to 
its Sagittarian Lunar rulership. The Ex- 
altation of Pluto in Leo seems inescapa- 
ble, for here it trines its Aries Solar 
rulership, even though it squares its Scor- 
pio Lunar rulership. 

The Mercury exaltation in Virgo is 
meaningless. To attempt further to 
strengthen a solar rulership by something 
less strong is at best a futile gesture 

Mercury will be more readily accepted 
as exalted in Aquarius, where it trines 
its Gemini Lunar rulership and is quin- 
cunx to its Virgo Solar rulership. In 
addition, it seems impossible to escape 
the logical claim ot Saturn to exaltation 
in Virgo, where it is trine to its Capri- 
corn Solar rulership and quincunx to its 
Aquarian Lunar rulership. 

Then with the shifting of the Saturn 
exaltation in Virgo Libra becomes the 
logical exaltation of Neptune, where it 
sextiles its Lunar rulership in Sagittarius 
and is quincunx to its solar rulership in 
Pisces. 

It can also be seen that the exaltation 
of planet Y in Scorpio answers to all 
of the desired conditions, while Planet 
X as exalted in Capricorn trines its Tau- 
rus Solar rulership, though weakened 
somewhat by a square to its Libra Lunar 
rulership. 

It is reasonable to deduce that a planet 
which partakes of a solar nature is 
strongest in the sign of its solar ruler- 
ship, and slightly less so in the sign of 
its lunar rulership; and the reverse for 
planets which partake of a lunar nature. 
They must follow, in the order of dimin- 
ishing strength or congeniality: Exalta- 
tion, Fall and Detriment—the Essential 
Dignities. 

Tt must be noted that any strengthen 
ing of a planet in a sign, wherein it 
stays for am indeterminate period and 
then passes into the next, is an Essential 
Dignity. Putting it in childishiy blunt 
form, I might say: No matter at what 
time of the day or night you were born, 
if it was on a late March or early ‘April: 
when the Sun was in Aries, your Sun 
possesses an Essential Dignity because it 
is in the Sign of the Sun’s exaltation. Of 
course, if you were born at eleven in the 
morning your Sun would also have an 
accidental dignity, because it would then 


fall near your Midheaven in you: Tenth 
House—due to the accident of your. hour 
of birth. It is loose terminology, to be 
sure, for it is probably just as much an 
accident that you were born in April as 
that you were born at eleven in the morn- 
ing. However if you accept the idea that 
it was a matter of design that you were 
born in April, but of accent that you 
were born at eleven in the morning, the 
distinction between essential and acci- 
dental dignities will cause no serious dis- 
turbance: for Essential Dignity pertains 
to sign, and Accidental Dignity to house. 

The accompanying diagram shows in 
parallel columns the conventional exalta- 
tions as compared to those herein ad- 
vanced.

Other Varieties of Essential Dignity 


Our previous discussion of sign ruler- 
ships doubtless aroused considerable con- 
troversy in some circles, not merely be- 
cause of the classification of Solar and 
Lunar rulerships and the assignments of 
the three planets of modern discovery, 
but also because of a comment to the 
effect that in his rejection of the entire 
scheme of Dignities and Debilities, James 
\Vilson was probably right. He deduces 
that Placidus also rejected them, “but not 
wishing to contradict Ptolemy, he pre- 
served a profound silence respecting ex- 
altations and dignities.” 

Nevertheless, it cannot be denied that 
there are many modern astrologers, par- 
ticularly those scientific-minded ones who 
demand reasons and proof before they 
accept anything, who reject entirely Ptol- 
emy’s arbitrary scheme of rulerships, of 
Dignities and Debilities, and this means 
that.they also reject any variety of ex- 
altation that is based upon or involves 
consideration of these rulerships. 
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For such there are two other factors 
upon which one can predicate certain in- 
tensifications of influence. These are 
planetary nodes, where the planets may 
understandingly discharge certain forms 
of energy into the orbit within which 
the earth revolves ; and the perihelion and 
aphelion points, as a result of which the 
intensity of reception would vary in pro- 
portion to each planet’s nearness to or 
distance from the earth. The planets out- 
side the earth’s orbit might conceivably 
gather energy from the orbits beyond 
them, which energy is radiated to the 
earth in increasing strength as they near 
their perihelion points. The reverse 
would be the case with the inferior 
planets which become charged’ with near- 
ness to the Sun, and discharged as they 
draw closer to each other and to the 
earth. 

Combining all of these forms of exalta- 
tion, including those discussed in previ- 
ous articles, into one pair of tables we 
have, for reference and study, the table 
shown above. 

The theory has been advanced that the 
extreme eccentricity of the orbits of 
Pluto and Mercury has to do with their 
function as gatherers and distributors; 
that when they are most distant from the 
earth they are accumulating knowledge to 
which our world might not have access 
other than as they gather it and “spill it 
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out to us” at the point. in our orbits 
where we come closest together. Such a 
symbology may hold within it a transcen- 
dental truth, but if so it only emphasizes 
how great is the field of scientific re- 
search that must be covered before those 
who concern themselves with the making 
of contributions to the theory and tech- 
nique of astrological practice will have 
learned to take into consideration all of 
the factors which provide differentiation 
in individual receptivity of cosmic influ- 
ences. 

The three planets of modern discovery 
are repeatedly referred to as second oc- 
tave planets; and I myself feel this dis 
tinction is one that embodies a great con- 
ception. It takes me back to the Pytha- 
goras concept of the “Music of the 
Spheres.” While “octave” means literally 
“eighth,” its use in music carries a far 
greater meaning. Whether we use the 
older “diatonic” scale in which the octave 
is the eighth tone or the more modern 
wholetoned scale in which the seventh 
tone is the “octave,” the term octave has 
come to mean the distance between two 
tones of which the frequency of vibration 
of one tone is exactly double that of the 
other. Between such tones there is an 
observable difference in pitch, in that one 
is higher than the other; but there is no 
difference in “tonality.” Each produces

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Rerax and take your time. Since 
you must do the job, do it right the 
first time, and you won’t have to do it 
over.” Thus speaks Saturn. 

Saturn is the planet of time. Actually, 
it is timeless. What must be done under 
Saturn’s impulsions, must be done— and 
time becomes secondary. Hence, in this 
sense, Saturn is the substance of time 
itself, or endless. Saturn’s limitations 
arise not from marking the limits of a 
period of time, but from limiting the 
expansion of eaperience from one sphere 
to another until each experience has 
served its purpose. Saturn is associated 
with contractions because Saturn’s pur- 
pose is constant. It always asks, “Has this 
any value?” So in human life Saturn 
corresponds to pressure, necessity, duty 
and obligations, all those experiences 
which constantly wear down to reveal 
what is basic, lasting and persistent. That 
is why its influence is repetitive, the direct 
antithesis of Jupiter which expands by 
adding one thing to another Saturn gains 
strength by taking away one thing aiter 
another until what is left is final. Its 
end result is to reveal us to ourselves, 
innerly, where we are most sensitive. This 
revelation, when understood, promotes 
spiritual growth. While Saturn is asso- 
ciated with concrete and material ambi- 
tions, actually Saturn is the planet of 
spiritual birth just as Mars is the planet 
of physical birth. 

What Saturn reveals to the individual 
is often painful, for it pounds inexor- 
ably at what needs changing. When this 
is realized, the sensitive spot then be- 
comes the spot of greatest strength. The 
sensitivity that Saturn exemplifies is often 
born of fear, for wherever Saturn is in 
the chart, there we are apt to feel a lack 
or need, That place usually denotes the 
circumstances through which life will de- 
mand service, duty and self-abnegation. 
and where we demand a return from life 
to bolster weakness within. Hence comes 
Saturn’s correspondence to ambition or 
the direction of ambitional drives and the 
circumstances that influence that. Put 
Saturn rules Capricorn, the sign of public 
service, which means service above self. 
Therefore: wherever ‘Saturn is’ denotes 
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the avenues through which we are aware 
of the necessity to renounce, submit and 
sacrifice for whatever must be done. Sa- 
turn is the bridge from the self-centered 
self, to the self that stands above per- 
sonal considerations in whatever life re- 
quires. 

Saturn is most easily understood as the 
planet of place. It is from this basic méan- 
ing that the usual description of Saturn’s 
influence has arisen. We say that Saturn 
raises you up or knocks you down, that 
he confines, frustrates, limits, hampers, 
defines, restricts—all the words that con- 
note reduction from a more to a less. The 
purpose of the reduction is to find the 
place where each individual belongs. Sa- 
turn is the planet of law, of discipline and 
experience. The law is the law because it 
is unchanging—firm, supporting, lasting 
and irrevocable. Hence, Saturn in each 
chart points out where each is called upon 
to obey the law in reference to that par- 
ticular sign and house or according to 
temperament and circumstances. What 
happens is that circumstances (house) 
impinge upon the temperament (sign) or 
substance through which the activity 
(planet ),as Saturn here, functions. When 
all three are harmoniously related, man 
instinctively discharges responsibilities 
through the materials at hand and the 
activities indicated. We bow to the in- 
evitable, for that is Saturn, and flow along 
with the stream of life. That is the way 
in which progress under Saturn is least 
difficult. All other ways bring a conflict 
between duty and desire, which in time 
is strengthening but undeniably painful. 

Saturn is associated with difficulties be- 
cause it rules the most elevated houses 
of the chart, Capricorn and Aquarius. 
They correspond to ambition, reaching 
the pinnacle and receiving recognition both 
from the world (10th house) and from 
society in general (11th house). But in 
its esoteric and hidden meaning, Saturn 
and the elevated houses require that the 
personal element» be withdrawn—easier 
said than done. After struggle, sacrifice 
and every form of self-abnegation that go 
into achieving a goal, it is understand- 


able why the individual cannot grasp the 
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reasons for being denied the fruits of 
his achievements, or why, when they are 
within his grasp, they sometimes have no 
meaning, This. happens where position is 
sought as power for self. Power belongs 
to life, says Saturn, and the individual 
is merely a channel through which power 
flows. When one is on top and particular- 
ly. when one is on top through individual 
efforts, it is difficult to remain humble. 

“What” asks the ego. “I worked, I 
slaved, I didn’t sleep nights, always plan- 
ning for tomorrow, tomorrow when I’d 
have something, and now I can’t have 
it?” 

“No,” says life, “not if you think all 
this is just because you’re you. Now that 
you have built up something, step back 
and use it for everyone, or it will destroy 
you.” That is why astrology texts con- 
stantly admonish that the mountaintop 
is the kingdom of God and at the peak 
the individual must bow the knee. That 
is why astrologers tell clients with strong 
Saturns not to push too hard or press 
too relentlessly, for they are apt to push 
without reason, which always brings dis- 
aster. The action of Saturn must spring 
from a reasoned act for self. Reason 
means seeing both sides of the picture; 
not only what the “I” wants, but what 
is necessary. 

Saturn At The Angles 


Saturn at the first angle works through 
that part of the chart dominated by Mars. 
Hence, his natural expression, restraint, 
is the direct antithesis of the natural ex- 
pression of the eastern horizon which is 
spontaneous or the first outrush of self. 
The compulsions of personality says “go,” 
the weight of Saturn says “stop.” Thus 
the individual with Saturn at this angle 
is accutely sensitive in his expectations 
from life and in highly personal ways. 
He is apt to think that life owes him 
something considerable, or conversely, to 
be too humble and think he is not en- 
titled to much. Since Saturn represents 
awareness of a lack, this individual is 
either too blustery through lack of self- 
confidence or over-eager for the same 
reason. The life problem is to balance 
the outrush of Mars with the steady rea- 
son of Saturn. Until he learns better, he 
is apt to rush out anyway and then meet 
the wall of Saturn—bang! And so it 
goes, a rush and a slam back, a rush and 
a slam back, until he learns to- manipulate 
the two forces, a constant process of a 


little this way and a little the other way 
—action and: consideration. 

Hence, those with Saturn in the 12th, 
Ist, and 2nd houses, and/or Pisces, Aries, 
or Taurus, must learn to temper the de- 
mands of personality according to reason- 
able possibility. Self-pity, egotistic self- 
importance, and concentration on material 
resources, common with Saturn at this 
angle, are all a result of expecting more 
than normal acknowledgment from life. 
Acceptance, broad sympathies, intelligent 
direction of ambitions, and awareness of 
building values not motivated by fear of 
loss, are the best products of Saturn at 
this. angle and its adjacent houses. 

Saturn at the fourth angle and _ its 
adjacent houses denotes an individual ac- 
cutely sensitive to the obligations and de- 
mands of all that is foundational in his 
life. It brings strong parental ties, whether 
imposed or self-assumed. Negatively, lack 
of central confidence breeds fear that 
makes it hard for the individual to raise 
himself above what he considers his basic 
necessity. His thinking is apt to become 
set in patterns, circumscribed by what 
he considers the demands of home or 
whatever constitutes home to him and 
this, in turn, reflects on his creative ex- 
pression which may be self-centered, dry 
or rigid. He thinks along the narrow, 
indrawing avenues of Saturn that. sees 
no further than immediacy, and is con- 
stantly thwarted by fears of the morrow. 
The Saturnine influence grows increas- 
ingly ponderous, since Saturn is the planet 
of time. 

Old age is frequently accompanied by 
a chronic ailment, extreme poverty, and 
a sense of bitter aloneness. Since the life 
has been lived in terms of self, the end 
can only reflect its beginning. Construc- 
tively, no planet more than Saturn gives 
inner security, for its purpose is to draw 
off all superficialities so that the indi- 
vidual sees himself clearly. He then knows 
that his strength is within himself. 

Hence, those with Saturn in the 3rd, 
4th or 5th houses or Gemini. Cancer and 
Leo, dominated by the moon, should be 
aware of their necessitv to think of fun- 
damental necessities in broad terms. Sa 
turn’s best manifestation is inner spiritual 
strength. Where these terms are too ab- 
stract, it can be translated into willing 
assumption of duties in fundamental re- 
lations because they bring sustenance to 
others. The individual’s awafeness of his 
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own inner lacks attunés him sympatheti- 
cally to the basic weakness and aloneness 
of others. He knows that everyone—not 
he alone—is apprehensive and fears to- 
morrow. At his best, he accepts what 
comes and is the master of his circum- 
stances. 

When Saturn is in the 7th angle and 
its adjacent houses, the purpose of the 
individual is to teach others. Here Sa- 
turn is in the dominion of Venus and 
Libra which rule relationships. He stands 
for sobriety, wisdom, austerity and the 
lasting qualities of human relations, Thus, 
he becomes an advisor and in this pro- 
cess finds much responsibility thrust upon 
him. He is frequently a leader, upon 
whom partners lean. The reverse side 
is Saturn’s tendency to hold others away 
or to sit in judgment. This cold and in- 
humane facet of Saturn is sometimes 
more obvious in relationships than that 
of compassionate sympathy. 

Hence, those with Saturn in the 6th, 
7th or 8th houses and/or Virgo, Libra or 
Scorpio, in Libra’s territory, must be made 
aware of the cooperative nature of all 
of their relationships, whether in work, 
in partnerships, or in the use of joint 
resources. Life will require many adjust- 
ments of personal ties where the indi- 
vidual must remain as dependable and un- 
changing as the law. At this angle, Venus 
cements and holds together a Saturn 
power. When this is abused, the indi- 
vidual frequently feels that’ he has no 
one to trust and must constantly rebuild 
his job, his human relations, and his part- 
nerships. With Saturn at this angle, he 
has an unchanging necessity to get along 
with others and always to consider both 
sides of everything. 

With Saturn at the 10th angle and its 
adjacent houses, the individual often 
wants to be, or is, a public figure. Yet this 
is the angle, not of self-importance, but 
of public service. The philosophies must 
support the action which brings the indi- 
vidual forward and which must result in 
social usefulness. If his concepts are based 
only on what he can get for himself, 
his actions will reflect it and after a while, 
he either doesn’t get what he wants, or 
if he does, he can’t keep it very long, or 
he has a continual struggle, with little 
satisfaction. 

Hence, those with Saturn in the 9th, 
10th, and 11th houses and/or Sagittarius, 
Capricorn, or Aquvariys in Capricorn’s 


territory, must cultivate awareness of 
their sensitivity to place. Reputation must 
rest on genuine work that is offered as a 
service and not as a glorification of self: 
Saturn’s best manifestation at this angle 
comes through realization that the work 
and not the personality comes first.

essentially the same tonality, the same 
feeling, the same thought—only one is 
more attenuated. 

This might be illustrated as follows, by 
the use of a whole-tone scale which di- 
vides the octave into six equally spaced 
intervals: 
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The Sun and Moon are placed as they 
are to suggest that their chief concern is 
with those vital and spiritual qualities and 
properties that leave the body at death. 
The planets, however, represent physical 
functions, chiefly glandular, which are 
stimulated into action by planetary radia- 
tions, hence have to do with organs that 
are still present after death but which 
will have merely ceased to function. 

Thus Uranus becomes the second oc- 
tave of Mercury, a more attenuated ca- 
pacity of the perceptive faculties attain- 
able under control of those who are spir- 
itually developed. Similarly Neptune is 
a more highly attenuated Venus, and 
Pluto a higher octave Mars—both of 
them sublime under the guidance of a 
selfless spirit but debauching when util- 
ized for individual aggrandizement. This 
again provides for Planet X as a higher 
Jupiter, and Planet Y as a sublimated 
Saturn. 

This may be an entirely symbolical 
method by which to arrive at a deeper 
comprehension of our trans-Saturnian 
planets, but few there are who will ques- 
tion the fact that they are the planets 
of the intellectual minority which concerns 
itself with the development of society to 
a higher estate, while the intra-Saturnian 
planets have to do with the practicalities 
of society and social:life on the organ- 
ized plane. :

Were You Born on the Cusp? 
Part Ill: VIRGO, CAPRICORN, TAURUS 


Sot speeds gloriously through Leo, 
Sagittarius and Aries, roaming in the 
Elysian Fields of its own element: fire. 
But he runs into the earth cusps, most 
hostile to the fiery sun: Virgo, barren 
and dry; Capricorn, densest of all earth 
signs, the Rock of Gibraltar, harder than 
granite; and the gentle, moist, warm and 
fruitful Taurus, of the earth earthy. 
These signs act as a barrier against which 
the Sun hurls himself as against a dense 
wall. The impact is tremendous, It is a 
line of demarcation between fire and 
earth that, when crossed, sends Sol to 
rush into a galactic background inhar- 
monious with his intrinsic nature. 

Applying this principle to you natives 
of the earth cusps, it represents, of 
course, a grave challenge ; your tendency 
to view problems from a material angle 
only causes you at times to overlook the 
importance of spiritual verities. This 
cusp is symbolized by the Martha-Mary 
idea of the extremes in conception of 
the purpose of human existence. The one 
(Virgo) groans under the weight of petty 
chores and the harassing cares of cvery- 
day strife, worn out by the constant ad- 
justment necessary to fit snugly into hu- 
man society with its bickering animosi- 
ties and cut-throat rivalries. While the 
other, Mary (Pisces), lives in ecstatic 
spiritual bliss, oblivious of all these cum- 
bersome material obligations. Earth cus- 
pians are inclued to emphasize the Mar- 
tha side of the argument. You who have 
the Ascendent, Moon or a planet falling 
in one of these cusps may use this plane- 
tary expression as a beacon light to illu- 
mine the exact juxtaposition between 
formal values, the merits of conventions, 
respect for man-made laws and the more 
ge truths represented by the spirit of 
aw. 


VIRGO

Although we ordinarily allow about 
seven degrees to each cusp, commencing 
with 0° OO’ 00” of a sign, we find the 
Virgo cusp zone to be an exception. It

extends between the fixed stars Regulus 
and Zosma, and comprises practically the 
entire first decante of this mutable earth 
sign. Furthermore, we believe it is the 
must unusual of all cusps, barring none. 
You who are born on this cusp are a 
distinctive type, comparable to no other 
zodiacal class; you appear incongruous 
and contradictory to your fellow-beings, 
and are endowed with such fullness and 
variety of assets of mind and soul, that 
your possibilities of unfoldment are limit- 
less. On the other hand, you possess few 
of the characteristics usually assigned to 
the Virgoan, hence are anything but Mer- 
curial., 

According to fundamental teachings of 
astrology Mercury is both in dominion 
and exalted in Virgo, but we hold with 
the esoteric masters of occult philoso- 
phies that Vulcan is truly the ruler of 
this cusp. The existence of this undis- 
covered planet has been suspected for 
some time, but it has never actually 
been sighted. Rather it is sensed by spir- 
itually atuned beings because of its ef- 
fect on the human psyche. So rich is 
this cusp with mysterious astral proper- 
ties, that it has been called the magic 
gates to the All Unknowable. You Virgo 
Cuspians are said to be able to tap thi 
super-natural power: for better or for 
worse, according to the level of your 
plane in evolution. 

Tho Virgo is classified as a double- 
bodied sign, there is little duality notice- 
able in you Cuspians. If duality exists, 
it is rather as'a twofold grouping of two 
distinct tlasses of cuspians, unrelated to 
one another. One group seems to be more 
responsive to the Mercury stimulus, and 
is mental, practical, usually with an eye 
on some material advantage, and is fre- 
quently endowed with a commercial flair 
for marketing ideas. This type is often 
endowed with literary talents, is extreme- 
ly creative and able withal to market 
mental produce cleverly yet always with- 
in the bounds of good taste. And as a 
bargainer, none can surpass him! 

The other type shows affinity to the 
Vulcan ray, hence is marked by a pen- 
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chant for joining secret societies, for ac- 
quiring occult knowledge. Often this’ type 
is an inspired mystic; interested in trans- 
cendental magic. As a personality this 
cuspian is aloof, self-sufficient and not 
infrequently celibate. 

If you respond to the Vulcan influence, 
select your vocation accordingly. You’d 
be a splendid, in fact, a perfect, judge, 
an excellent teacher, a writer of weird 
stories. Unique pursuits are a good bet: 
laboratory research, chemistry, photog- 
raphy, all scientific occupations. You of 
the more Mercurial vein will find that 
mental occupations result in profitable 
gain; a clerical background also will 
prove congenial. Merchandising may be 
your forte. 

One outstanding feature about this 
cusp when ascending is its fatalistic in- 
fluence on human destiny. Tsar Nicholas, 
last ruler of all the Russians, and Marie 
Antoinette’s spouse, Louis 16th, are ex- 
amples of how fate can bring about an 
unexpected turning-point in ‘the life to- 
ward tragedy and débacle. If this cusp is 
rising in your nativity, you will find dras- 
tic events crashing the smooth course of 
your existence. Extraordinary experi- 
ences occur—and we don’t mean on the 
inner plane only—that strike at the core 
of your being and sometimes bring about 
an initiation (if you respond to Vulcan.) 
This inexplicable phenomenon, judged 
from a purely rational angle, may be at- 
tributed to the presence of Zosma in the 
Ist House. (See September issue, 1948, 
Fixed Stars and You.) 

Drawbacks? Quite a few; be more 
generous with other people. Money isn’t 
everything—we mean “cash.” Why let 
a short-sighted pragmaticism clog up the 
whirling wheels of intuition? You have 
it in you to be psychic, so why be ashamed 
of it? Being commercial means wise judg- 
ment of market trends and exploitation 
of same, so <on’t confuse it with being 
grasping and mercenary. 


CAPRICORN 
December 22nd to 30th, inclusive 


This cusp symbolizes the roots of the 
supreme evil: to mistake lust for love. 
Here dwells the fair-weather friend, in- 
capable of true affection, whose life 
shows no lasting ties. Ulterior motives 
function in relationships; even romance 
is shrewdly planted on some sort of busi- 
ness interest. 


Where is the ¢reative.frenzy, the aban- 
don in the fusion of the poles of lovers, 
the primitive, stark, elemental sweep of 
normal impulses? All is still here—intro- 
verted, cold, callous, unsympathetic and 
unimaginative. Love knocks tenderly at 
the portals of the heart, but there is no 
response. 

One saving feature of this cusp is its 
shallowness of . feeling. Nothing ever 
really matters except when there’s money 
in it, then a mild arousal of interest may 
be noticeable. Hence, since intensity of 
purpose is lacking, no serious mischief 
is ever perpetrated with malice afore- 
thought, and such natives, from an oc- 
cult point of view, confirm to the doc- 
trine of harmless living as a rule. 

Now reader, keep your Capricorn cusp- 
al calm! We are not describing your 
character, but merely state outstanding 
traits of this cusp consciousness per se, 
and at its very worst. 

After all, you are the captain of your 
fate. You can always mould your char- 
acter to a certain extent, There are many 
strings to the lyre of your zodiacal nature 
besides the Sun influence. Study your 
horoscope. Maybe imagination and sym- 
pathy radiate from planets in water signs, 


.or fire lends sparkle, wit and buoyancy 


and gives color to your personality. Or 
even a deft, clear square, focused adroit- 
ly to vital astral fulcrt, may cut deeply 
into the soul with a sharp, exquisite pain 
—the background of the creative imagi- 
nation. 

But let me add, an abundance of air 
planets is anything but mitigating to 
your cuspal deficiencies. On the contrary, 
they tend to augment the cold, crystal- 
clear mentalism which, when brought into 
conjunction with earth intelligence, is apt 
to increase selfishness and a limited out- 
look on human problems. 

Also, we would like to exclude the 25th 
day of December, or the second degree 
of Capricorn, from the above Saturnian 
types born on this cusp. Here vibrates a 
splendid commixture of solar energy con- 
junct the light essence from Polis (do not 
confuse with Polaris; the Pole Star), a 
most harmonious influence. endowing: you 
of this birthdate-with originality, breadth 
of vision and dynamic initiative not usual- 
ly found in these cuspians. 

Now to your character assets. They far 
outweigh the drawbacks demoristrated by 
the ‘unevolved type. You are the soul of 
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honesty, accurate with pennies as well as 
with minutes. Therefore, you display an 
almost disconcerting punctuality — from 
the cradle to the grave you're always on 
time! Boisterousness and argumentative- 
ness do not impair your smooth methods 
of procedure; you attend to your task 
quietly, unobtrusively. These virtues 
qualify you to work with organized 
groups. Also, your managerial talents 
equip you with practical circumspection, 
a prerequisite for leading posts.

Faith, your pilot 
through this incarnation, fashions you a 
devout fatalist, who accepts the dictates 
of providence. Your entire life seems 
blue-printed by this guidance of the Un- 
seen Hand—careers and material .success 
come early into your life; after the turn 
of the century, beckons the vita contem- 
platione of the occult philosopher. 


TAURUS 
April 21st to 30th, inclusive 


The matriarchies of the ages have al- 
ways been symbolized by this cusp, a 
social form of government inspired by 
the lunary consciousness in Man, and 
which we seem to be heading for now in 
the dawn of the Man-Woman Aquarian 
Age. Though Gorgons and Amazons 
were martian tribes, reflecting the light 
of the adjoining Aries in their war-like 
natures, they yet patterned their state 
on the exaltation of the Moon in Taurus. 
So did the Pharaohs of Ancient Egypt 
when they launched the Isis cult, glori- 
fying the mother principle in nature. For 
annually the gailanding of the sacred bull 
Apis marked the Procession of the Eqi- 
nox into the cherubic earth sign Taurus, 
hallowed by history's great builders in 


the position ot the immortal landmark of 
the Great Sphynx. During the. Piscean 
Age (ruling Catholicism) the matriarchal 
spirit became renascent in the Madonna. 

For here on this cusp the Venusian 
qualities of the Moon receive a powerful 
Mars impetus from the fixed stars Shara- 
tan and Hamal, and together with the 
solar ray, when the Sun transits this sec- 
tor of the sky, combine into a harmoni- 
ous sum-total of psychogical urges: the 
aggressive, protective mother instinct, the 
deadly female fighting for her young. 

You born on this cusp, therefore, are 
thrice blessed, for you possess the great- 
est attribute known to man: to de-focus 
all lines of consciousness from the ful- 
crum of your being, and abandon your- 
self in unselfish devotion to either a per- 
son or a cause. It is the great triune of 
Sol (Osiris), Luna (Isis) and Venus 
(Horus), echoed in the doctrine of God- 
Sun-and-Holy Ghost, encompassed in the 
astrulogical synthesis of this cusp. It is 
the symbol of the Vicarious Atonement. 

It follows logically that you are rather 
unlike the accepted Taurean personality 
with its definitely Venusian timbre. You 
are full of initiative and you need no one 
to get you started. Yet you are quite static 
withal, an anchorage for restlessness, 
vacillating and perhaps even weak char- 
acters. The qualities of this sign, which is 
fixed and earth, are harmonious .to each 
other and reflect in you as steadfastness, 
loyalty and, unless the general tenor of 
the nativity contradicts, in remarkable 
physical stamina. 

A trait in your make-up, truly beauti- 
ful, is your ability to subordinate your- 
self to others. You are willing to play 
second fiddle to perhaps more vain- 
glorious and brilliant minds, and you 
function sometimes as a background, but 
by no means unwilling doormat, to dem- 
onstrative exhibitionists who need must 
hold the limelight. You are the good lis- 
tener par excellence. But when you do 
speak it usually makes sense, for you dis- 
play common-sense wisdom and practical 
acumen. 

But it is your genuinely affectionate 
nature which results in your undeniably 
wide popularity. This does not stem from 
the latsses-aller attitude of second and 
third decanate Taureans, who are nice to 
people because they cannot arouse them- 
selves to maintain a hostile stand. Your

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Zodiacal Evolution 
A NEW LOOK AT ASTROLOGY 
Part Ill 


¢¢ 

As above, so below” is a popular 
phrase which reveals much more than 
many of us suspect. It has been empha- 
sized that the Constellations move clock- 
wise, from where we view them, as do 
the Vernal Points and polar axes. On the 
other hand, the planets independently 
travel counter-clockwise (except when 
going retrograde), the direction of the 
Earth’s spin. This would indicate the 
course of man’s material achievements 
and evolution. It is the friction et up 
by the two opposing motions which create 
life and energy. The radio-active emana- 
tions from all thesmembers of the solar 
system are the sources of the vital fluid 
which supply us with the power to shape 
our terrestial environments and to carry 
on our activities. Even as it is impossible 
for us to control the radiations emitted 
by the Zodiacal Constellations, represent- 
ing the forces of Destiny, it is possible 
for us to channel the planetary energies 
to suit our purposes, either along con- 
structive or destructive lines. We can sit 
down and do absolutely nothing, and 
starve and freeze to death. Or, we can 
work and fight to achieve personal secur- 
ity, fame or wealth; or better, still, to as- 
sist a confused humanity to strive to- 
wards the goal set by the Divine Will. 
Although I have no quarrel with the es- 
tablished astrological code that “the stars 
incline but do not compel,” I would sug- 
gest a modification as follows: 

“You cannot choose your ego; you 
cannot rule the advent of your birth; you 
cannot forestall your ultimate destiny ; 
as they are all preordained by your stars. 
But, you can master the planetary forces 
on the material plane, for either good or 
evil, as you so elect.” 

As you may haye noted, I make ¢ clear- 
cut distinction between “stars” and “plan- 
ets.” The former provide the “vehicle,” 
the latter furnish the power. It is to be 
hoped that this will bring together the two 
opposing schools of thought, the Fatalists 


versus the Individualists. Each has some-: 


thing to say in its defense. It just de- 
pends on whether you are referring to 
the..eternal inner being, the Evo; or to 
the outer envelope, mortal man. The

causes of our present dilemmas seem to 
be due principally to the fact that we 
have forgotten how to synchronize the 
two, thereby throwing the scales out of 
balance. It seems to me that one of the 
principal objectives of astrologers should 
be to assist people to renew their séarch 
for spiritual truths, and to reduce their 
material pursuits to their barest essen- 
tials. 

Following the principles of Material 
Astrology, we may still start with Leo 
as the First Constellation and the point 
of departure for the beginning of life as 
we know it. And, in compliance with the 
Darwinian Theory of Descent, we may 
assume that Leo’s deputy, the Sun, com- 
bined its energies with Cancerian Mother 
Earth’s oceanic elements to produce the 
first single-cell living organisms. Through 
countless ages of struggle, these cells 
grew, multiplied and fused until there 
evolved, amongst myriads of other spe- 
cies, that wondrous creation now rec- 
ognized as man. From the moment of his 
inception, it now takes about nine months 
(a mean average of 280 days) for him 
to emerge into the light of day, a com- 
plete human being requiring only further 
independent growth. When you compare 
this to the small amount of time that it 
takes a single cell to divide or reproduce 
itself, it seems safe to assert that the 
more advanced man becomes in his phys- 
ical evolutionary progress, the longer it 
takes the embryonic process to culminate. 
The length of time that has elapsed for 
man to attain his present stage of devel- 
opment is still the subject of the wildest 
guesses. It seems, therefore, practically 
impossible for us to determine how many 
years, or thousands of years of human 
evolutionary progress each additional day 
of womb-life represents. If he succeeds 
in overcoming the present dangers to his 
survival, there may come epochs when it 
would take ten, elgven and twelve months 
for the miracle of birth to happen. This 
may be our ultimate goal, PERFEC- 
TION of the earthly species, as sym- 
bolized by the 12th sign of the Spiritual 
Zodiac, Virgo. 
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Aries—Ninth Sign 


However, as we are now primarily con- 
cerned with man’s material development, 
we should proceed counter-clockwise in 
our examination of the Zodiacal map. 
Taking Leo as the first sign and count- 
ing up to the ninth (the equivalent of 
the ninth month of pregnancy) we stop 
at the sign of Aries! “Sheer coinci- 
dence!” some might be impelled to ex- 
claim. If it is, so are many other beliefs 
now accepted as factual. Anyway, this 
would account for Aries being mistakenly 
called the first sign of the Zodiac. It is 
truly the ninth sign, or symbolic of the 
ninth degree of our physical evolution. 

I don't believe that the Constellations 
have anything to do with the houses ex- 
cept when they are merged, in which case 
they provide the ambience, the “Fate” in 
our lives. But, in Material Astrology, the 
planets are the motivating or controlling 
elements. So, if it is agreed that man is 
in his ninth stage of physical develop- 
ment, it follows logically to select Mars. 
the planet associated with, or the celestial 
“offspring” of Aries, to act as the Lord 
of the first house. The following lines 
may make this point clearer. When a per- 
son is born with Taurus rising, -ve are 
wont to say that his first house is ruled by 
Taurus and, indirectly, by Aries, We 
make the same analysis whenever Gemini. 
Cancer or any of the other signs are on 
the Ascendant. But, we might be nearer 
to the truth to state that Taurus, or 
Gemini, etc., is the Zodiacal ruler of the 
first house, whereas Mars ALWAYS re- 
mains the planetary Lord of this fixed 
sector, regardless of the celestial motion, 
at least until man shall have reached his 
tenth degree of terrestial evolution. 

A study of past and present histories 
should certainly confirm that man is pri- 
marily martial, as revealed by his warlike 
and aggressive inclinations. Fire and 
steel are his indispensable tools, whether 
for constructive or destructive purposes 
He has forged his way through with ut 
ter disregard of his own or anyone else’s 
safety. He has explored and pioneered in 
every accessible, and even inaccessible 
corner of this globe with reckless aban- 
don and imposed his will through force 
of arms, if need be. No matter which way 
you take it, Mars towers over all else as 
the first house expression of mankind as 
a whole. 

In spite of the controversy as to 
whether the Placidian or Campanian sys- 





tem of house division 1s the true one, \-¢€ 
generally accept the present practice of 
placing the houses in a counter-clockwise 
sequence. And, if we are ready to accept 
Mars as the first planet, or ruler of the 
ascending division, we should conse- 
quently allocate the other planets tu the 
subsequent houses in the same order de- 
termined by their respective distances 
trom the Sun—also counter-clockwise. 
We would have to start by placing the 
Sun in Cancer and the Moon in Leo, as 
this is symbolic of the male and female 
principle. The union of the two is indis- 
pensable, otherwise there would have 
been no life on earth and no procreation 
making possible our physical evolution. 
Both the Sun and the Moon cannot find 
expression without each taking up an 
abode in the other’s house. This repre- 
sents, in my estimation, the very origin 
of life in its simplest form, the creation 
of the single living cell caused by the fu- 
sion of the Earth’s elements and_ the 
Sun’s vitalizing energies. The time factor 
necessary for the process must then have 
been practically nil. We might call this 
the first stage of creation, and the houses 
assumed little importance with the excep- 
tion of the first one which was governed 
by the Sun, and the twelfth, ruled by the 
Moon (or Earth, the womb from which 
the material substances were extracted). 
So, with Leo as our starting pvint, the 
chart for the moment of birth of human- 
ity in its most primitive form must have 
conformed to the following table:

Perhaps you have noted how many of 
the planets fall in the places to which 
they have been allocated by ancient astrul- 
ogers? In fact, we still refer to them as 
the “co-rulers” of the signs in the case 
of Mars and Saturn; whereas Jupite: is 
assigned as the sole “ruler” of Sagitta- 

% Based on the assumption that an original planet 
lying between Mars and Jupiter then existed; and

Asteroids, possibly during the eighth stage’ of man’s: 
physical evolution. 
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rius. And the circle begins and ends with 
Cancer, Mother Earth, both the womb 
for the new life and the resting place for 
the old. “From dust thou art, to dust theu 
shalt return.” 

In the second stage (equivalent to two 
months of pre-natal development) Virgo 
and its associated planet (undiscovered ) 
must have ruled the first house. The third 
stage would have been ruled by Libra 
and Pluto, the fourth by Scorpio and 
Neptune, the fifth by Sagittarius and 
Uranus, the sixth by Capricorn and 
Saturn, the seventh by Aquarius and Ju- 
piter; the eighth by Pisces and the As- 
teroids and, finally, the ninth plus our 
present stage of physical development, by 
Aries and Mars. If all this is coincidence. 
it is a mighty uncanny one. 

Therefore a chart drawn for the pres- 
ent-day stage of human development 
would have the critical ascending evolu- 
tionary point in Aries. I have no way of 
determining: the exact degree, as there is 
nothing to lean upon as far as the time 
ratio is concerned ; but, I shall hazard the 
guess that it might be around ten degrees. 
This. gives us the following arrangement, 
very similar to what we now call the 
“Natural Horoscope” :

Did you again note that the Sun, the 
original ruler of the first-house life, now 
rules the fifth house of procreation and 
children? More coincidence? I doubt it. 
The natural sequences of the houses, 
planets and signs haven’t changed a bit, 
only their combinations. It also is easy 
to see how we might have made the natu- 
ral mistake of saying that the planets 
rule both the houses and the signs. The 
idea works well until some other sign 
besides Aries is on the Ascendant, an 
occurrence which takes place approxi- 
mately every twenty-two hours out of 
each twenty-four-hour day. Just like each 
of the houses retains its fixed position 
(with the exception of a shifting cusp) 


so do the planets’ remain the natural rul- 
ers of the houses, in turn, according) to 
the above listing, i.e., Mars always gov- 
erns the first house, Venus rules the sec- 
ond, Mercury is Lord. of the third, ete. 
The modifications are brought about by 
the changing fatalistic influences created 
by the diurnal moving Zodiac, by the 
physical locations of the various planets 
and luminaries, and by their varying 
aspects.

a most careful and gentle handling of 
the cranium and of its many bones, of 
the power and tides of the cerebrospinal 
fluid, etc., can produce the most profound 
effects upon the entire organism, for 
the head contains as it were the “master 
switch” to all nerves and (through the 
pituitary) to all endocrine glands. Dem- 
onstrations have been forthcoming for 
many years; but the more official medical 
profession still clings to what seems to 
be many antiquated beliefs regarding 
much that refers to the psysiology of the 
human head. 

It seems clear, however, that the head 
is indeed like a seed which, having grown 
out of the watery and lunar realm of 
“life” and at the apex of a long and 
flexible ego-stem, becomes in turn the 
“holy place’ whence can be born the 
spiritual-mental organism of an immortal 
selfhood. All occult traditions point dimly 
and symbolically to such a_ possibility. 
However, in my opinion, the ancient ap- 
proach to its realization has been super- 
seded (at least insofar as modern West- 
ern man is concerned) by a new approach 
which requires a differentiation between 
the “centers’’ of the Sympathetic nerve 
system and those of the spine, and an 
attempt at grasping the meaning of even 
more important concentrations of spiritual 
power within the cranium—perhaps, par- 
ticularly, in the “empty” spaces of the 
several ventricles of the brain, and also 
at the basepoint where the “pyramid 
tracts” of the spine cross. 

Integration, indeed, is an unending pro- 
cess. To begin t& grasp its many impli- 
cations seems to require a clear realiza- 
tion of the three basic levels of life, ego- 
will, and spirit. The perfect man operates 
at all three. 
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From a Teacher’s Notebook

Person arr’ is a word most 
loosely used, in astrological as well as 
every other kind of reference. We have 
yet to meet a student who could properly 
expound the difference between the Sun, 
Moon and Ascendant as each of these 
factors bears on the basic temperamental 
“set” of a native. They are taught that 
the Sun rules the “individuality” and 
the Moon the “personality,” and then 
when they come to study the houses, 
they are taught that the Ist house indi- 
cates the native’s “personality” too. 

What is the difference, first, between 
“individuality” and “personality” — and 
how does the “personality” indicated by 
the Ist house, or the Ascendant, differ 
from the “personality” as indicated by 
the Moon? 

Loosely expressed as these definitions 
are, they are still intellectual abstractions, 
for we know that the “personality” as 
most people understand that term, is ex- 
pressed by the whole chart—just as you 
think with your whole chart, feel with 
your whole chart, fall in love, becofMe a 
success, or fail, get sick and die with 
the whole chart, not with any piece or as- 
pect of it. 

Yet each of the astrological factors in- 
volved in a chart has its own special 
function within the complex of the whole, 
and it is very important that one not be 
confused with the other, that each be un- 
derstood as if it existed and functioned 
all by itself. 

I happen to dislike the term “individu- 
ality” for the Sun unless it is understood 
in simplest terms as a “self set dpart 
from other selves,” an integer, not neces- 
sarily unique in any way—for that ele- 
ment of uniqueness is an added color 
most of us give to the term “individuali- 
ty’—-and uniqueness, or special quality 
or genius (potentially) is best reserved 
for the planet Uranus. The Sun, then, is 
the essence of selfhood ; in dynamic terms 
(as one should think about the planets), 
it is the central drive—not towards con- 
crete objectives, for that is Mars—but 
a drive to be what it most consistently 
and essentially is, to continue to be, or 
exist in its own terms—regardless. of 
the sanctions of other selves, of situation 
or of circumstance. It’s a little difficult 
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to understand the Sun, because it is so basic 
or primal; often the native doesn’t un- 
derstand himself, or see himself, in those 
solar terms, until he’s gradually become 
more self aware, begins to sense both 
the essence and the potentials of that 
selfhood, and that, of course, is the be- 
ginning of genuine growth into a larger 
selfhood, 

The Moon is the vehicle through which 
that solar drive, that essential self, ex- 
presses and it is also the means by which 
the impact of other selves, or the im- 
pact of experience is received. Person- 
ality is a very bad word to express this 
idea. Rather one might say, where the 
Moon is in a chart, there one is. most 
acutely “personal,” most conscious of the 
self in relation to others, that is, one 
takes things most personally, and makes 
the most direct “personal” impact on 
others. The Moon comes very near to ex- 
pressing the Jungian idea of “ego,” or 
the consciously functioning aspect of self, 
which is only a fragment, albeit a most 
important one, of the total being. The 
Moon fulfills its nourishing function first 
by its NEED, and secondly, by its capa- 
city for experience; you're “leading — 
not with your chin—but with your Moon 
—” in everything you feel and think and 
do, Without it, the Sun would be merely 
a circle (of potentiality) — without a dot 
in the middle! 

Obviously other people are most aware 
of us, very often, through the Moon in 
the chart, for Sun-characteristics and 
Sun-consistency of functioning lie very 
much deeper down; as noted, we are 
often not aware for a long time of these 
Sun-characteristics ourselves, The hap- 
pier, and more integrated, and better ad- 
justed among us become increasingly 
self-aware in terms of Sun, increasingly 
self-consistent, more effective in our own 
and the world’s work, because more im- 
personal, functioning on all cylinders, 
more stable and dependable’. . . in terms 
of the Sun-sign’s essential and peculiar 
genius. 

The greatest confusion exists in see- 
ing Moon characteristics apart from tl-ose 
of the Ascendant, and seeing Moon as 
ruler of “personality” as distinct from 
Ascendant as indicator of the personali- 
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ty. One is a planet, and so expresses the 
dynamics of character, the other is a 
House, and.so is part of the pattern of 
circumstances, the impact of environ- 
ment on. character, and vice versa. 

How to explain “personality” in cir- 
cumstantial terms? At first it seems diffi- 
cut, yet it is not so, Remember that Sun 
— and its vehicle, Moon —express what 
you essentially are, regardess of specific 
circumstances, though naturally, through 
the years the character as a whole is 
partly shaped by circumstances, as it 
helps to shape the circumstances with 
which it will have to deal... . 

One can give a graphic illustration 
which, should clear up this point. Suppose 
you were washing your hair, and some- 
one rang the doorbell. Hastily, you 
wrapped a towel around your head, and 
answered the door. The visitor, or Fuller 
brush man, or delivery boy would get 
an impression of your personality from 
that momentary circumstance—you might 
be good-humored about it, or annoyed, 
or embarrassed, and your reaction to 
the. special situation, plus the specific 
setting, or situation itself, would all bear 
upon the outsider’s impression of your 
“personality.” 

Later that evening, under soft lights, 
in pleasant company, with your best beau 
in attendance, you would be showing an- 
other facet of personality to the world; 
in another set of circumstances, in an- 
other setting, other facets of those rising- 
sign characteristics would be brought to 
bear on the situation of the moment. 
Here then, is personality as described by 
the Ascendant—seen as dealing with first- 
hand situations, the first-impression given 
as a new situation comes up. While the 
lady of our illustration was essentially 
—jin planetary terms (Sun and Moon) 
—one and the same person, she would 
be quite differently described by the back- 
door intruder upon her hairwashing rou- 
tine, and by the admirer who saw her 
for the first time at the evening party. 
Naturally, a certain continuity of circum- 
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stance is.set up throughout a given life, 
and with it, a certain continuity of re- 
sponse to situation, habits of “personali- 
ty,” of walking, of talking, of general 
manners and bearing — all properly de- 
scribed by the rising sign, but this fac- 
tor is best understood if the factor of 
ever-changing circumstance is empha- 
sized, if each situation is viewed as iso- 
lated from every other, and the person- 
ality functioning in each situation seen 
differently from the facets of personality 
functioning in other and different situa- 
tions. 

The point we are making is not that 
different rising signs function differently 
in first-hand situations, and give rise to 
different first impressions — that is ob- 
vious, but that within the general char- 
acteristics of any given rising sign, the 
personality so described is ever chang- 
ing, as the circumstances with which it 
has to deal are changing, and as different 
points of view (in the mind and eye of 
the observer) are brought to bear, come 
into contact with, and draw out certain 
facets of the personality being circum- 
stantially, or “accidentally,” or transiently 
expressed by the rising sign —at. that 
mogient in ume, and in that specific situa- 
tion.

love of people, alas, often results in your 
great drawback, your inability to say 
“no” when you should.

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General Indications 


SEPTEMBER is usually regarded as a 
pedestrian month when “play is finished, 
work begun.” This year, however, a good 
deal of the preliminary work may be well in 
hand as Venus and Mercury have finished 
their transits of Virgo (being now in 
Libra) and on Sept. 2nd the Sun will 
conjunct Saturn in that 6th house sign. 
This could signal the settlement of very 
important decisions or conditions relat- 
ing to government control of labor, food, 
medicine, the armed services—perhaps 
at a lower figure or less optimistic posi- 
tion than had been hoped. Nevertheless, 
whatever is under consideration at this 
time has a chance of much benefit if it 
is clarified and arranged on an objective 
and positive basis. Otherwise it may be 
after the New Moon of the 22nd before 
employment, finances, cooperation, can 
be arranged on such a realistic and 
fortunate level, particularly if that level 
demands persistent, determined effort or 
labor. 

This conjunction of the Sun to Saturn 
is the only strong Virgo feature of the 
month, placing an accent on cementing 
plans, moves, projects on a stable and 
productive basis. Otherwise there appears 
to be a tendency to lax thought, behav- 
ior, poor judgment and_ ill-considered 
action as nations, organizations or per- 
sons may be submerged in Neptunian 
influences. Venus was conjunct Neptune 
in Libra on Aug. 31st (an emotional 
outburst against inhibitions at home or 
abroad), while Mercury remains in Libra 
all month, turning retrograde on the 20th. 
During this period it will make two con- 
junctions with Neptune, one on Sept. 
10th in direct motion and one on the 29th 
when it has (apparently) turned back- 
ward. Mercury will turn to direct motion 
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on Oct. 12th and conjunct Neptune for 
the third time in this series of aspects 
on Oct. 25th. In the meantime, the prob- 
abilities are for exceptionally complex 
situations arising where treaties, pacts, 
agreements, concessions, settlements or 
arrangements between nations, groups or 
individuals are concerned, and probably 
a continued slowing down in living stand- 
ards all over the world. The sign Libra 
signifies both partners and opponents, 
the action of the enemy, foreign inter- 
ests, and while the classic Libra action 
is to sidestep animosities, or indeed any 
show of emotion, under pressure the 
reaction can be violent and hostile. Like- 
wise, under pressure Neptune can store 
up enough force to explode in the most 
astonishing manner, places, persons. The 
degree areas on which these conjunctions 
of Mercury-Neptune occur are the 13”, 
14° and 15° Libra, which will be conjunct 
the current South Node, but perhaps 
fortunately for the U. S., they are also 
conjunct Saturn in the chart for this 
country, which may lend a little ballast to 
loose guidance. The qualities or occupa- 
tions connected with these degrees are 
energies particularly related to physical 
growth, development, endurance and the 
rhythm necessary not only to maintain 
physical, mental and emotional force, but 
to intensify the creative powers. This 
energy comes in its initial form from the 
earth, agriculture and all the 1001 occu- 
pations that are related—food, housing, 
clothes, machines, tools—all made from 
earth products—and so on into roads, 
communications, productions, distribution. 

This extension of energies to world use 
in food, housing, clothes, the essentials 
of living to many people, may be pressed 
under fantastic circumstances in Septem- 
ber, as such efforts are worked on in 
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terrific confusion and very subtle ways. 
Apparently the intent of under-cover mo- 
tives is to cause such a babble of conflict, 
emotion, rashness, loss, emergencies, that 
not only could any agreement, offer, 
proposition, aim, goal, be concealed in 
essence, but any could have entirely dif- 
ferent conclusions from those anticipated. 
In presenting ideals that have only an 
oblique contact with fact or principle, 
there may be a cold, ruthless facility for 
prodding people into almost neurotic 
frenzies in order to achive a subversive 
end. Nations, leaders or persons using 
these elusive methods may apparently 
win out at:present, but the time is‘not far 
distant when such action will invite sud- 
den and terrific reprisals. Further, to 
make doubt and uncertainty more poig- 
nant, this Mercury-Neptnue action is not 
only on a slow and retrograde Mercury, 
conjunct the South Node (weakness), 
but also conjunct the oncoming lunar 
eclipse of Oct. 6th, so even with a strong 
Saturn, any part of the world may be 
too coerced, disturbed or inhibited to use 
wise judgment. 

Concrete an1 positive pressure through 
economic and financial strain may come 
from other sources as Jupiter is station- 
ary in Capricorn on the exact square to 
the lunar eclipse of last April, which may 
be effective until late October. Since 
Jupiter is the planet of religion, laws, 
judges and rulers, this position could in- 
dicate the climax of desperate trouble 
between the Church and ruling powers, 
—between the law or judiciary and the 
hysteria of propaganda, misleading state- 
ments, strange rumors, and logic over- 
shadowed by emotion. If the question of 
the U. S. providing funds for Western 
Europe (or anywhere else) is prominent 
at this time—and it well could be—it is 
possible that persons, leaders or groups 
may belittle or not comprehend the ser- 
iousness of circumstances or events, or 
be less than responsible, or think in terms 
of present costs rater than future welfare. 
It does, however, denote shortages, money 
difficulties, lack of necessities, and a ten- 
dency to gamble, take short cuts or use 
hope instead of brains, all of which is 
aided and abetted by the Neptune force. 
Nevertheless, Jupiter turns direct on 
Sept. 18th, and after that, power will de- 
velop for established religions, laws, 
authority and discipline, while produc- 
tion and fall business may start a de- 
layed climb. 


The planetary movements of the month 
not only include Mercury forward and 
retrograde in Libra all month, the turn 
of Jupiter from retrograde to direct mo- 
tion, but also the transit of Mars into 
Leo on the 6th and Venus into Scorpio on 
the 14th. These two will then be in tech- 
nical square to each other (reaching the 
exact degree on the 22nd of Sept. at 
the New Moon); Venus will square 
Pluto on the 29th and Mars will conjunct 
Pluto on Oct. 5th. Meanwhile, the two 
planets will oppose and square the eclipsed 
Sun of last April and even activate the 
conditions set up by the May 8th and 
Nov. Ist eclipses of 1948 (which were 
generally reflected in financial losses). 
Also they could bring into focus the in- 
fluences and places under the shadow of 
the important eclipse of July, 1945, which 
was not only on the U, S. Sun, but started 
in the United States, circled through 
Canada, Baffin Island, down into Scanda- 
navia and Russia; so especial news may 
be forthcoming from these regions. 

At the Full Moon of Sept. 7th the 
Moon is in the 7th house in Pisces (EST) 
with the Sun close to Saturn, rising in 
Virgo. This should climax a period that, 
in spite of confusion, doubt, physical, 
financial or economic disabilties, persist- 
ent and determined efforts could unite in 
progress and production. With good or- 
ganization and experience the way ahead 
can proceed advantageously. It might be 
noted that the map of the Spring Equinox 
as well as the Fall Equinox (on the 23rd) 
has Virgo rising with Saturn in that 
sign, sextile Uranus in the 10th which 
shows a surprisingly fortunate turn for 
industry and labor ; and at this Full Moon 
Saturn trines to Jupiter in the 5th, being 
excellent for personal benefits in many 
directions, even if somewhat delayed. 
Hearts, minds and purses could get a new 
lease on life by doing the job with prac- 
tical abilities and letting a yen for luxury 
or extravagance go. Procrastination, de- 
ception, errors, misdirections, may be evi- 
dent in assets, income, credit, reputation, 
public career, social, family or personal 
difficulties by Mercury, Neptune and 
Venus in the 2nd house, conjunct the 
South Node and square Jupiter. Any 
gamble or taking Ahe easy way out could 
make enormous trouble. However, a deep 
seated power in the background, an in- 
visible but tremendous driving force, a 
subconscious urge and scientific work are 
all a protection from invidious sources. 
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(Pluto in the 12th house, sextile to the 
Libra stellium.) The Moon in Pisces in 
the 7th shows that many people are open 
to infections and the loosest propaganda. 


New Moon 

The New Moon of Sept. 22nd occurs 
within 24 hours of the Equinox on the 
23rd. In a chart for Washington (D.C.) 
Mercury retrograde and Neptune rise in 
Libra; both planets sextile Pluto and 
Mars in the 10th house and square Jupiter 
in the 4th, Jupiter having turned direct 
in Capricorn. The lunation is in the 12th, 
square Uranus in the 9th house. Saturn 
is in the 11th and Venus in the Ist, square 
Mars. Mars rules the 7th house (Aries) 
while Mars-Pluto rule the 2nd, both of 
which indicate war talk, conflict, trouble 
and excitement over finances, holding, 
assets, loans, gifts or bases and a fanati- 
cal tenacity in gaining an objective. At- 
tempts may be made to keep sudden 
emergencies in foreign affairs secret, but 
they are almost sure to be exposed, gar- 
bled, misconstrued. Money to implement 
the Atlantic Treaty or ECA may be at 
stake without very successful results at 
the moment, tho the urgent need may be 
apparent. All the planets in this chart 
are East except Jupiter and Uranus, and 
all planets lie within a trine between 
Uranus and Venus except Jupiter, which 
makes ‘this latter planet of extreme im- 
portance in economic and financial trends 
as well as religious and racial problems 
all over the globe. After being retrograde 
for four months, and with the current as- 
pects, Jupiter could now manifest its 
impulsive influence, such as reckless ex- 
penditure, waste, starting projects with- 
out proper bases and generally inviting 
losses; however, the ability to act from 
reason and logic will grow from now on. 
The transit of retrograde Mercury in 
connection with the oncoming lunar eclipse 
could make wasteful, rash action even 
more disastrous unless very steady work, 
thought, study, keep jobs and _ health 
at par. 

The Fall Equinox of the 23rd, which 
has Saturn rising in Virgo, may be of 
great help potentially, as this tends to 
cool tempers and a conservative stand. 
The outlook for the next three months 
appeats somewhat sombre; a spirit of 
strife and animosity is still present but 
may go underground until in the spring. 
In this chart Sun, Moon, Neptune, Mer- 
cury, are in Libra and the 2nd -house, so 


fluid assets, incomes, possessions, may be 
much to the fore in controversy as they 
go from a square of Uranis in the 11th 
house to a square of Jupiter in the Sth. 
Also peculiar manipulations may be used 
as a means to leadership, publicity, politi- 
cal associations or international partner- 
ships. With Jupiter still alone in the 
West, all such affairs, including the ef- 
ficacy of present leaders may be chal- 
lenged, not only in the U. S. but in other 
nations. 
Russia's Leaders 

It is understood of course that while 
the charts mentioned are set for EST, 
the conditions discussed are universal and 
applicable to nations or persons accord- 
ing to their own charts or time. Thus it 
has been suggested that Joseph Stalin 
may not have been in full command of 
the Russian domestic situation in 1948- 
49; and with the tense opposition of 
Uranus to his Sun (Gemini to Sagit- 
tarius), the suggestion could have been 
quite right. In any case, he could have 
been a target for sharp and heavy blows 
politically, mentally, physically. In addi- 
tion, he has had transiting Neptune op- 
posed to natal Saturn and Moon, while 
transiting Pluto squares his natal Venus, 
Neptune and Mars, a double Neptunian 
action that argues well for invidious in- 
fluences. Moreover, natal Mars has pro- 
gressed into Gemini where it forms a 
grand square with Uranus, Mercury and 
Jupiter in mutable signs, a combative, 
atheistic aspect (considering these planets 
and signs) that can accomplish terrific 
results through class hatreds, driving 
force and rigid requirements that change 
without notice. Saturn in Virgo in 1949- 
50 will conjunct Stalin’s Uranus adding 
weight to the inflexibility of his purpose 
and arbitrary commands. In the Vishin- 
sky and Molotov charts Mars and Jupiter 
are in Aquarius respectively (Vishinsky 
being an Aquarian), while Stalin’s Venus 
has just progressed over both, this Venus 
being now just one degree away from 
Vishinsky’s Mars—a conjunction usually 
denoting mutually sythpathetic under- 
standing and goals, with definite action. 
Other fixed sign positions are Venus and 
Jupiter in the U.S.S.R. chart being op- 
posed by the Moon in Taurus, and all 
three squared by Neptune in Leo. So 
with Mars entering Leo in Sept., to con- 
junct Pluto in Oct., some inner breaking 
(perhaps with spectacular results) of 
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those Russian national goals (Venus and 
the Moon) that Stalin has extended and 
implemented by use of the iron curtain 
(Pluto), intrigue (Neptune) and ruthless 
force (Mars under great pressure) may 
take place. Altogether Stalin has the chart 
of a master Craftsman, with craft as an 
understatement. Perhaps when Pluto 
finishes its square to his fixed sign planets 
and Uranus in Cancer squares his Saturn- 
Moon, his force will have to yield to 
superior influences; the cufrent transit 
of Mars can point to tremendously un- 
expected strain and could be connected 
with the Berlin Air-lift termination of 
May 12th which also had a Taurus stellium 
with the Moon in Scorpio. Therefore, 
the German question could again cause 
the gravest international concern this 
month and in October-November. 

It is rather astonishing to find that so 
many lunations and conjunctions of 1949 
emphasize the regions of the earth that 
are also activated by the eclipses of both 
April and Oct. For instance, the conjunc- 
tion of Sun to Saturn on Sept. 2nd is 
closely related to economic or govern- 
mental problems, and in this ascendent 
would rise in South America, with the 
accent on Columbia, Bolivia, Chile, show- 
ing that such conditions might be strongly 
pressed by the people, conservative leaders 
or strong labor interests, none of whom 
however appear to be in a very command- 
ing position. On the other hand, money 
—earnings, incomes—seems to be at a 
peak for the moment, but might come 
from outside sources or foreign asso- 
ciations. Whatever is accepted, put in mo- 
tion, under this set-up may be hard to 
repay and could cause serious physical 
injuries, loud protest and violent argu- 
ments. 

That famous Baffin Bay and Island 
territory are also still active and may 
now assume major proportions as an ex- 
tended supply base, perhaps fortified for 
future use. 
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The midheaven of this Sun-Saturn con- 
junction may be especially effective in 
Egypt, Turkey, Palestine, Trans-Jordan, 
Arabia and the South African Union. At 
any of these points the government should 
be in a strong position, able to bargain 
to great advantage to increase wealth or 
power. New sources of income may open 
either by routine labors or spectacular de- 
velopments, although the balloon of in- 
flation could only be upheld by aggressive 
interests in the background. 

Establishing a new economic system 
or some combination of governmental co- 
operation with one or more powers could 
have a great impulse at this time in South- 
eastern Asia, Malaya, Indonesia, China. 
This is shown by the two conjunctions 
of Mercury to Neptune on the 10th and 
29th. In the chart of the 10th these coun- 
tries are at the MC, and in the chart of 
the 29th they are at the ascendent. In 
each case however, they must reckon with 
powerful intrigue, submerged conditions, 
inflated hopes, as Neptune is acutely in- 
volved, and not being too dependable 
at best, is now under the shadow of the 
coming eclipse of Oct. 6th, when the Sun 
will be conjunct that planet. Moreover, 
in the Sun-Saturn chart of Sept. 2nd, 
the economic, industrial, financial assets 
and abilities do not seem to warrant such 
enthusiasm, and these countries may still 
be obliged to accept or abide by condi- 
tions for the time being that are not alto- 
gether to their liking. However, a capacity 
for labor and perseverance (which they 
certainly have) will do them better service 
now than big promises and high hopes. 

Note should be taken of irresponsible 
judgment or action—business, financial 
or social— around the Full Moon of 
Sept. 7th when Venus squares: Jupiter. 
Also on the 10th to 12th when added to 
this may be wild rumors, distorted state- 
ments, propaganda to delude, and emo- 
tional impulse as Mercury conjuncts Nep- 
tune. Whatever agreements are made at 
this time could cause great tension later 
in the fall. Anger, loss, abrupt changes 
and little cooperation or agreement may 
be present in world or personal affairs 
at the time of the New Moon on the 
22nd when Veryis squares Mars from 
Scorpio to Leo; on the 28th and 29th as 
the Sun squares Uranus and Venus paral- 
lels Mars while square Pluto. Any cold 
war could strike sparks and disruption be 
far-reaching.

In what way am |. to blame for my 
marital failures? I have never really loved 
until now, for now I have come to feel 
that there is a greater love than the physi- 
cal, and I am hoping and praying my 
husband will come home well and cured

ANSWER: The most vutstanding as- 
pect, in my opinion, that signifies danger 
of mental unbalance or deviation is pres- 
ent in your own and husband’s chart, 
stimulated in the recent past by progres- 
sions. This is the square (natal or pro- 
gressed ) between Mars and Jupiter. How- 
ever, when appearing in a chart, by it- 
self this aspect does not definitely denote 
danger of mental illness. But where other 
factors in the chart give warning, such 
as your husband’s Saturn in the degree 
area most Commonly occupied in charts 
of mental illness, particularly by square 
aspects (your husband has Saturn in this 
degree area of Pisces squared by his 
Pluto in 23 Gemini, the sign associated 
with third house or mental difficulties, et 
cetera), particular care should be taken 
to avert conditions that would stimulate 





or give rise to worry, uncertainty, unrest 
and other mentally afflicting factors. 

In a woman’s horoscope, Mars usually 
indicates conditions that arise in her as- 
sociations with the opposite sex, i.e. with 
her father, husband, or other male intim- 
ates. Your Mars in Leo square Jupiter 
in Scorpio signifies the type of man you 
would attract in marriage, and is the 
astrological factor responsible for many 
of your difficulties in love and marriage. 
Your progressed Jupiter has been ap- 
proaching the exact square to your natal 
Mars during the time of your last marital 
crisis, but this aspect, being now just 
past the exact square, should begin to 
wane in its intensity. In other words, you 
should begin to expect improvement in 
this direction, particularly as Saturn has 
now completed its transit over your Moon 
in late Leo. 

Your husband was born with Jupiter 
in Leo, in close conjunction to your Mars. 
This contact stimulated the extreme na- 
ture of his progressed Mars square J upi- 
ter. However, in his horoscope it was but 
a progression. He was born with his natal 
Mars in Aries, and*in harmonious trine 
to his Jupiter. But as it progressed into 
Taurus, and formed the square to Jupiter, 
it attracted the inharmonious elements 
and conditions that have resulted in his 
menal illness and confinement. 

This aspect does not favor the "middle 
path.” (Please refer to Carter’s books 
on this subject—The Astrological Aspects 
and An Encyclopaedia of Psychological 
Astrology.) The native with this aspect 
in his chart, either natally or by progres- 
sion, should avoid, as he would the plague, 
all things of a speculative nature; also 
things of a Jovian nature, as race-horse 
betting, moneylending, alcohol, drugs, 
long distance travel, or dealings with 
foreigners and foreign elements or coun- 
tries. In your husband’s case, it was 
necessary that he travel overseas, Often 
such conditions are forced upon the native 
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at the time of this aspect, and if such is 
the case, he should take particular care 
to. maintain his mental and emotional 
equilibrium, He should avoid over-strain, 
over-excitement, over-enthusiasm, and 
rest as much as possible, both physically 
and mentally. 

The native of. this aspect would also 
do well to avoid an undue interest in 
politics. He is apt to. take the defeat of 
his party unduly hard. It need not be 
stated that under this aspect defeat in any 
direcion in a venturous field is to be ex- 
pected. Last fall, our Republican candi- 
date for the presidency was under this 
aspect by progression at the time of the 
high hopes and expectancy which heralded 
deieat at the polls. It marks a turning 
point in the life. Events that transpire 
under it are of outstanding importance, 
even though they may seem trivial at the 
time of their occurrence. Thereafter, the 
whole outlook upon life changes con- 
siderably and I would say ultimately for 
the better. There is no “adversity” that 
does not bring its benefits, if we only 
look for them. It is not what happens that 
matters as the way we take it. If gne is 
morally strong, even such an experience 
as being placed in an institution can work 
for one’s ultimate good. When your hus- 
hand recovers (for at least the most criti- 
cal of the danger zone should have been 
covered with his progressed Moon over 
his progressed Mars last year), he should 
have developed a different, and much 
more improved, outlook upon life. 

The fact that Mars in Aries squared 
both Uranus and Neptune in his nativity, 
that Venus occupied the sign of his Sa- 
turn (Pisces, the twelfth house sign), 
and that his Sun opposed his Jupiter, on 
a cross with his Moon in Scorpio, were 
other astrological forerunners of danger 
in overdoing, or in going too close to the 
“brink,” as it were. Naturally, much 
would depend upon his hour of birth, 
which you did not state. This would show 
the house positions of the planets, and 
which, if any, occupy the mental signs, 
particularly the third and twelfth. 

Space forbids us to go too deeply into 
your more personal problem here. You 
have a conjunction with Venus and Uran- 
us in Sagittarius, and Sun conjunct Sa-

ANSWER: Your restlessness, loneli- 
ness,. emotional instability, etc., are usual 
symptoms for one at your period of 
life, especially when Saturn has just 
passed over the Sun, opposing its natal 
place in your chart, and is now contact- 
ing your natal Venus. You are now en- 
tering, or have already entered, the dis- 
turbing time when Uranus also opposes 
his natal place. There seems to be a cleav- 
age in your nature, with one part of 
you desiring stability and to “stay put,” 
and the other yearning for new experi- 
ences, new love, etc. No doubt, you have 
already displayed this, shall we say, dual 
personality ? 

As you should know, as you are a stu- 
dent of the subject, astrology is not for- 
tune telling. And in the absence of your 
hour of birth, it is not possible to deter- 
mine the time for remarriage, if such 
may occur. It is true that there are no 
powerful progressed influences to indicate 
such a step at this period of your life.

It is not possible to go, deeply into your 
problem in the narrows limits of our de- 
partment.

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ED. NOTE: Where a sign is mentioned on this page, it should be understood to mean 
a “‘type’”—the Ascendant, Moon or any heavy concentration of planets in a sign may 
produce the “type” just as strongly, if not more so; than the Sun in -his sign. Any 
statement about a “type” is bound to be a generality and exceptions to the rule may be 
found; but rules in astrology, like rules in any subject except an exact science such as 
mathematicg, are based on the wide area of likenesses rather than on the narrow 


margin of divergences. 
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Virco is chaste, unemotional, as- 
cetic—more or less of a human slide- 
rule”—so say the textbooks. Hooey! say 
we. Some may merit this decription, but 
as a general interpretation of the Virgo 
native, we object both from the stand- 
point of theory and that of experience. 
Virgo is an earth sign, and all the earth 
signs have a healthy helping of the appe- 
tites of the flesh. The trouble with Vir- 
go (when and if “trouble” enters the 
picture) is the conflict created within 
them between reason and the perfectly 
normal passions and needs of human ex- 
perience. If they were as little endowed 
with a capacity for emotional enjoyment 
as most astrology would have us believe, 
they would not be crucified by this con- 
flict which so often leads to their frus- 
tration in love and marriage. It seems 
to us that it is exactly the awareness of 
the terrific demands of both the flesh and 
the mind that sets the stage for Virgo’s 
unhappiness, for Virgo worships at the 
altar of reason, and so tends to rationalize 
his or her emotions, thus depreciating 
(and at times debasing) his earthiness, 
which Taurus takes Yor granted, and 
Capricorn accepts, even tho he may de- 
spise his “weakness.” The tendency of 
Virgo is to be torn this way and that 
before she (or he) can make up*his mind 
to marry, and then to choose by the head 
rather than the heart, or to hesitate so 
long that the prospective suitor has lost 
interest, or the potential emotional con- 
tent of the relationship has been ration- 
alized out of existence. Even when the 
decision has been reached, the conflict 
does not cease, for if the “head” has won 
out, the needs of the “heart” are con- 
stantly—and more importantly, conscious- 
ly—present; and if the “heart’’ has been 
victorious, reason keeps reminding, “You 





should have—” and “It would have been 
wiser—” And there walks Virgo, bear- 
ing the cross of his discrimination, his 
most valuable asset in other fields, but 
the weapon of destruction to his happi- 
ness in the ultimate of human relation- 
ships — union — unless he rules it rather 
than lets i¢ rule him. But Virgo unemo- 
tional—no! no! 

And while we’re on the subject—all Vir- 
go natives are not neat, nor do all handle 
details well or keep their tools, work, 
and so on in order. We would say that 
Mars in Virgo, regardless of sun sign, 
is. the “fusspot,” the woman whose _pro- 
visions stand in military alignment on 
her shelves, the man whose desk is a 
model of method and who comes home 
and looks under the sink to see if the 
pipes are polished. This also is the posi- 
tion which gives the predilection for ex- 
treme and rather unpleasant criticism, 
often wrongly associated with the sun in 
Virgo. Saturn in Virgo, rather than the 
sun, is apt “not to see the forest for the 
trees,” to get completely immersed in the 
details rather than the main theme.

Another major change—the transit of 
Uranus in Cancer—occurred in June of 
this year, with a preliminary movement 
last Sept.-Oct., significantly coincident with 
the entry of Saturn into your Sun sign 
at that time.

supportable and a cheaper medium. was 
needed. Copper filled the role. 

At last! A metal so innocent and guile 
less, so free from greed and corruption 
so plentiful that all could share it, had 
finally come to the aid of the poor and 
the oppressed! Babylonians took a hitch 
in their belts and enjoyed a fresh start— 
for a brief time. Their debts, like so 
many faithful dogs, had followed them 
through thick and thin and were not to 
be counted out so easily. Could it be pos- 
sible that they were to force copper also 
into eclipse? It could indeed. Copper 
joined the procession of the departed 
metals in spite of its great abundance 
and was succeeded by lead. , 

The Assyrians, who had by now taken 
over the job of receivership for Baby- 
lonia, tried to make the thing work on a 
lead standard, tried to build up their cities 
and renovate their homes with the help 
of fresh loans from the temples. But the 
leaden age was never like the golden age 
The glorious epoch of Babylonia was 
done, bankrupt, exhausted. Civilization 
thenceforth declined into feudal and 
tribal forms, and the ancient temples be- 
gan their long wait for the spades of 
English, German and American archae- 
ologists to expose them once more to the 
light of day. 

We now understand all of these things 
because we have the case record and the 
glimmerings of a science of economy. 
The economist can now step into the 
shoes of the military and political strate- 
gists and historians and shed his light on 
the subject. Wars arc no longer to be 
judged the causes of great changes in the 
rise and fall of civilization, nor are polli- 
ticians the great arbiters of, human fate. 
Circumstances afd conditions not of 
their making generally paved the way for 
the opportunists. who bacabue the great 
men of history. Economic forces, run 
nifig riot, are the prime movers—forces 
thrown out of control by man’s introdu 
tion into civilized society of a disastrous 
ly unsound principle, the principle of 
lending at interest.

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Market Perspective 
September, 1949 
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A MIXED trend situation is expected 
to develop. this, month., Cyclical data 
points to more weakness than strength 
in prices until after mid-month is passed, 
and then to the beginning of another up- 
ward trend effort during the last. half 
of the month which carries through most 
of October. In the perspective of the 
long term or major trend the resumption 
of strength late this month contains the 
elements usually accompanying an inter- 
mediate upward trend in security prices. 
Whether this trend develops now in the 
technical action of the market as a whole 
will depend on the ability of prices to 
concisely penetrate the preceding highs 
of this year late this month Failure of 
such a penetration will reaffirm major 
downward trend implications registered 
by the market late last May. Next month 
then will mark another secondary trend 
peak. ' 

The stabilizing or firming economic in- 
dicators, which took hold on November 
30, 1948 after the economic collapse timed 
by the Jupiter-Uranus opposition and 
solar eclipse earlier in the month, were 
headed by Saturn sextile Uranus. Their 
positions were strengthened on April 3, 
1949. However, between Mav 28th and 
June 10th the transition of Uranus into 
the sign Cancer neutralized the support 
effects: a vacuum developed in prices 
which unleashed a wave of business de- 
pression psychology and a primary bear 
market indication in security price trends. 
With the stabilizing influences taking 
hold again on June 11th a low point and 
strong revival of price stréngth appeared 
on June 14th. These major stabilizing 
influences are begitming to wane, gradual- 
ly but perceptibly, in coming weeks. Al- 
though the coming broadly negative and 
economic disruptive aspects do not take 
hold until December 1950 (they are dom- 
inant then until November 1953), the 
traditional anticipatory action of markets 
makes the technical action at a. high 
point this autumn highly significant. 
Without a strong technical confirmation 
now of a new primary upward trend a 
peak in prices next month will be as im-

portant as the May 1946 peak was a 
few months later, or the May 1949 price 
levels became a few weeks later: 

The weakening in prices expected to 
dominate last month (August), from the 
view of when this is written in June, was 
purely of a technical or corrective nature. 
The forming of another minor bottom 
not later than September 19th-21st in- 
clusive is both a seasonal and cyclical 
condition. Such an upturn, strengthened 
by the direct movement of Jupiter and a 
strong Mars, can be rather wild in specu- 
lative fever which ignores fundamentals 
for transitory enthusiasms. Temporarily 
it could translate the increasing private 
capital investment confidence as signs of 
a secondary post-war boom like that of 
1923-1929. Whether this is to be true 
will become apparent the latter part of 
next month. 

The expected trend of stocks this month 
is for somewhat more weakness’ than 
strength to about the 19th-21st, and then 
a resumption of strength the remainder 
of the month which accelerates in Oct. 

The cyclical stabilizing factors opera- 
tive in business and security trends have 
been strong in grain futures and most 
commodities. Between price subsidies and 
supports, and. weather conditions, relative- 
ly high levels have been maintained. 
These conditions continue to appear effec- 
tive until November when the 1950 crop 
prospects and support prices will begin 
to take form. However, seasonally lower 
levels are usual in grains during the 
September deliveries. Mill buying sup- 
port usually-is satisfied around Lahor 
Day and then it takes until about the 
20th for market conditions to be un- 
wound 

The minor trend turning points on 
grain prices this month appear to be as 
follows: September *Ist-2nd for a minor 
peak; decline to the 7th for an interim 
rally, which holds in a congestion to late 
the 10th; then accelerating. strength to 
the 17th; weakness to the 22nd _ followed 
by congestion to the 24th; concluding the 
month with strength’ to follow for a 
minor peak on the 29th.
